THE DRIFT OF DISCUSSION IN PAR- 
LIAMENT. 

AN INQUIRY TO BE MADE INTO ADMIRALTY 
AFFAIRS—THE SALVATION ARMY ABDUC- 
TION CASE—DRAFTING THE QUEEN’S 
SPEECH. 

Lonpon, Aug. 11.—Lord George Hamil- 
ton, First Lord of the Admiralty, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons this 
afternoon that a committee ef inquiry 


into the affairs of the Admiralty Office had 
been appointed. 

Sir Richard A. Cross, Home Secretary, 
in answer to aninquiry made by the Right 
Hon. George A. Bentinck, Conservative 
member for Whitehaven, concerning the 
minor daughter of Mrs. Eliza Armstrong, 
alleged to have been decoyed from her 
home by an agent of the Salvation Army 


and to be held in duress by Gen. Booth 
for the purpose of exhibiting her as a 
minor saved from a life of wickedness by 
the army, said the Government had sub- 
mitted all the evidence so far obtained in 
the case to Attornev-General Webster. 
This statement was cheered. 

The Right Hon. Frederick A. Stanley, 
Colonial Secretary, in reply to a question 
by Mr. Henry Broadhurst, Radical mem- 
ber for Stoke-on-Trent, said the Quebec 
Government had the power to pass a bill 
enacting that crucifixes be placed in 
courts of justice and enforce its operation 
without the approval of England. 

Lord Salisbury has drafted the Queen’s 
speech proroguing Parliament. His aim is 
to make it a manifesto in favor of the Con- 
servatives. The speech will refer to the 
quietude of Ireland without coercion, the 
successful issue of the Egyptian loan, the 
revival of peaceful reiations. and friendly 
alliances with foreign powers, and the 
activity ef legislation since the Tories 
came into office as matters for national 
congratulation. 

The Parnellites have signed a requisition 
asking the Government to grant loans un- 
aer the Irish Laborers’ bill to enable la- 
borersto buy allotments, the advances to 
be repayable in 49 yearsat 4 percent. in- 
terest. 

Lhe Irish Home Rule members of Par- 
liament have arranged to give a grand 
banquet to Mr. Parnellin Dublin on Aug. 
24, to celebrate the recent Parliamentary 
triumphs ofthe Irish party. 

Lonpon, Aug. 12.—In the House of Com- 
mons last night the Land Purchase bill 
passed its third reading. 











ON THE AFGHAN FRONTIER. 
GREAT MORTALITY AMONG THE RUSSIAN 
TROOPS—THE AMEER’S POLICY. 

TEHERAN, Aug. 11.—Cholera and dysen- 
tery are causing great mortality among 
the Russians on the Afghan frontier, es- 
pecially at Penjdeh. Twenty-eight thou- 
sand Russian infantry and 16,000 cavalry 
are now in transcaspian territory. 


Smita, Aug. li.—A camp exercise, in, 


which 50,600 troops will participate, will 
be held at Lahore, probably at Christmas. 


The Government is earnestly considering 
the question of the reorganization of the 
native army. 

BomBay, Aug. 11.—Gen. Roberts, re- 
cently appointed to the chief command of 
the british army in India, is about to visit 
Engiand on a furlough. He willnot return 
to india before November. 

Lonpon, Aug. 11.—The Times publishes a 
letter from Meshed, Persia. in which it is 
stated that the Afghans are acting in such 
a way as to give the Russians no pessible 
excuse to make any attack. The writer 
says the Ameer’s troops do not pass the 
froutier which Russia admits is Afghan; 
that they refrain from moving their 
troops toward the Russian positions and 
even from strengthening their own out- 
posts. The letter also says that the ex- 
titement among the Turcomans, which 
Was recently attributed by an English 
writer to the alieged brutality of the Rus- 
sian soldiery toward the native women, is 
really due to the warlike preparations 
which Russia is making throughout Tur- 
coman territory. 


MESHED, Aug. 11.—A Persian contractor 
from Merv states that two Persians in the 
Russian service, accompanied by several 
Afghans, have gone to Herat to confer 
with Ayoub Khan’s partisans and to re- 

ort upon the state of the country. - Gen. 

comaroff frequently passed to and fro be- 
tween Penjdeh and Merv. Active military 
preparations continue. 


TERRORS OF THE CHOLERA. 
DISEASE RAPIDLY SPREADING—A 
GREAT MORTALITY IN SPAIN. 
Maprim, Aug. 11.—Thirty-five hundred 

and ten new cases of cholera and 1,343 

deaths from the disease were reported 

throughout Spain yesterday. These sta- 
tistics, however, do not convey the whole 
truth about the prevalence of the scourge, 


as they are not compiete. Cholera has 
made its appearance in Barcelona, Bilboa, 
San Sebastian, Santander, Huesca, and 
Tolesa. Relatives of cholera patients in 
mauy of the Spanish Provinces assault tue 
doctors in the belief that they poison their 
patients. The Archbishop of Seville died 
of cholera yesterday. 

MARSEILLFs, Aug. 11.—There were 39 
deaths from cholera in this city to-day. 
Fourteen new patients were admitted to 
the Pharo Hospital. Several cases of cholera 
are reported from the Basses Alpes. The 
Chamber of Commerce has petitioned the 
Government to urge foreign Governments 
to relax unwarranted quarantine’ against 
Marseilles, especially those maintained by 
Spain and at Gibraltar.

THE THREE EMPERORS. 
\RRANGEMENTS TO PROTECT THE CZAR 
FROM THE NIHILISTS, 

BERLIN, Aug. 11.—The National -Gazette 
states that Prince Dolgorouki, aide-de- 
vamp to the Czar and military attaché of 
the Russian Embassy at Berlin, has gone 
to Gastein to arrange for a meeting be- 
tween Emperor William and the Czar 
after the meeting of the latter and Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, of Austria, at Krem- 
Bir. Gen. Possiet, the Russian Minister 
of Communications, is already at Warsaw 
meking preparations for the Czar’s visits 
to the hkmperor of Austria and the Emperor 
of Germany. The army is being mobilized 
to occupy the different lines of railway 
to be traversed by the Czar and to guard 
the bridges, tunnels, and cressings. The 
military precautions taken last year to 
protect the Czar against an outrage by 
Nihilists are being repeated on a larger 
scale, owing to the authorities having re- 
ceived information to the effect that the 
Nihilists in Europe have recently shown 
great activity and have plenty of money. 

SaLtzpurG, Aug. il.—Emperor William 
arrived here this evening from Gastein. 

Heusinerors, Aug. 11. — Six Nihilists 
have been arrested here. They came from 
St. Petersburg. It is supposed that they 
contemplated an attack on the Czar. The 
police of St. Petersburg telegraphed warn- 
ing. 


A PLOT TO KILL KING ALFONSO. 

Lonpon, Aug. 11—Paul Angulo and 
other Spanish refugees in London are un- 
der surveillance, the Spanish Government 
having received information that a 
plot to assassinate King Alfonso had 
been arranged in England, and that 
emissaries had left kngland via France 
dor the Spanish frontier. The Madrid Gov- 
ernment is considering whether or not to 
demand the surrenderof Angulo en the 
vharge of the murder of Gen. Prim. All the 
leadiug Republicans. including Castelar 


Salmeron, Zorilla, and Margall declare 
that they have uo sympathy with the 
Angulo party. The Globo, Castelar’s or- 
gan, declares that Angulo should be 
classed among common criminals, and the 
Progresso demands that he be brought to 


justice.

Paris, Aug. 11.—Further advices from 
Tonquin say that the Bishop of Quinkorn 
reports that over 10,000. Christians have 


been massacred in the Province of Bien- 
dinh and Phyyen.

Beruin, Aug. 11.—The North German 
Lloyds Steamship Company has increased 
its capital stock $312,500. 

The Russian Minister of Finance has pre- 
pared a measure enacting aclose govern- 
mental supervision of the affairs of all 
German firms carrying on manufacturing 
business within the Czar’sdominions. The 
bill will require that all the correspond- 
ence, both private and general, of these 
firms shall be submitted to Russian offi- 
cials. The result of the enforcement of 
the measure will be to expose German 
manufacturing firms carrying on business 
in Russia to having their affairs known 
and made use of by dishonest Russi:.n 
bureaucrats. 





CANADA’S GREAT LAKE. 
—_————_—>_—_—_—— 

A REPORT THAT MIsTASSINI HAS BEEN 

FULLY EXPLORED DISBELIEVED. 
MONTREAL, Aug. 11.—A special messen- 
ger bas arrived at Lake St. John bearing for 
Prof. Selwyn, of the Geological Survey, the 
official report ‘of Mr. Low, the officer nowin 
chargeof the Lake Mistassini exploring and sur- 
veying expedition. .[t is understood that by the 
report Mr. Low, who was to have since left for 
Rupert’s House, on James’s Bay, he claims to 
have completed his survey of the great myste- 


rious lake, and that its extreme length is only 
120 miles, and its average breadth only 
20 miles. The correctness of Mr. Low's 
report is questioned by those in a position to 
judge on the subject, either from previous con- 
nection with the expedition or with the Hud- 
son’s Bay Post at Mistassini. One of the com- 
pany’s former factors there, a most intelligent 
and reliable Scotchman, positively states that 
he navigated the great lake for upward of J50 
miles, and saw nothing then to indicate that he 
was nearing the end, but quite the contrary. 
Tnen thereis the positive declaration of Mr. 
Frank Bignell on record, that he navi- 
gated it for .120 miles. and had _ not 
even then seemingly reached the body 
of the lake, there being nothing but a constant- 
ly broadening and apparently endless expanse of 
sky and water stillaheadof him. Itis the im- 
pression here among those who take an interest 
inthe matter that Mr. Low has mistaken the 
bottom of some one of the many deep bays with 
which the east line of Mistassini is indented for 
the real end of the great lake, and this view is to 
some extent confirmed by the a ge! ridic- 
ulous shortness of the time within which he 
claims to have completed his survey, in the face 
of Father Aibanel’s positive statement and the 
subsequent partial experience of others. 





A ROCHESTER SOCIAL SENSATION. 

RocueEster, N. Y., Aug. 11.—A Hunga- 
rian lady about 45 years of age appeared in this 
city about three weeks ego and claimed that 
she was the wife of Edward H. Makk, LL. D., 
editor and proprietor of the Rochester Volks- 


blatt,a gentleman of marked literary attain- 
ments, a fine linguist, and who stands high in 
German society here. She said she was married 
to Dr. Makk in Bucharest, Hungary, about 20 
years ago, and his name was then Edward 
Kherns. She lived with him, she states, about 
seven years, and then he left her and came 
to this country. Since then she had been earn- 
ing her living as a governess. She found 
few who would believe her story, and a number 
ot attorneys refused to take hold of her case. 
Dr. Makk has a wife with whom he has lived 
during his several years’ residence here, and the 
story of the woman has created something of a 
sensation in German society. 

Dr. Makk to-day wrote a card to the press ask- 
ing that judgmentin the matter be suspended 
until the woman shall bring some action in the 
courts, when he will show the falsity of her 
claims, acd that he bas committed no crime and 
will justify his actions. He denounces the sto- 
ries of the woman as an infamous blackmailing 
scheme. 





THE PRESIDENT’S VACATION. 
PLaTtTspurRG, N. Y., Aug. 11.—President 
Cleveland and Dr. Ward, of Albany, arrived in 
Plattsburg at 5:30 o’clock this morning, They 
were met at the station by Mr. George 8. Weed 


and taken to the residence of the Hon. Smith M. 
Weed, where they breaktasted. The party at 
breakfast cousisted of the President, Dr. Ward, 
the Hon. William E. Smith, Robert L. McCook, 
of Ohio; George S. Weed, and the bost. After 
breakfast they were driven to the station, and 
took th® train for Au Sable, accompanied by 
Mr. McCook and George 8. Weed. 


Av SABLE Forks, N, Y., Aug. 11.—Presi- 
dent Cleveland, aooomnpnnen by Dr. Ward, of 
Albany, passed through here this morning en 
route for the Adirondacks. They were met at 
the station by the Hon. H. D. Graves and taken 
te his residence, where a short reception was 
given, after which the party was met by Paul 
Smith, who drove them to the Prospect House 
at Upper Saranac Lake. They arrived at their 
destination at 2 o'clock, the President being 
none the worse for his 47 miles’ ride in a buck- 
board wagon. 


GAS SPOILED THEIR SMOKE. 

MoNTREAL, Aug. 11.—At Pointe Aux 
Trembles, yesterday, some men were engaged 
digging a well near the second toll gate. Atter 
they had got down 36 feet they left off labor for 
the day. In the evening the toll-gate keeper, 
with afew friends, came to look at the well. A 
smoke was proposed. No sooner was the first 
match struck than gas from the well took fire, 
the flame shooting up in the air a distance of 30 
feet. The toll-zgate man was badly burned about 
his hands 2nd legs. Sixteen feet of clay had to 
be shoveled in the well to extinguish the sus, 
and notwithstan ding this filling the gas was still 
escaping this moraoing. 








FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 11.—Andrew J. 
Brow, a well known dealer in art goods, made an 
assignment this morning. Last week several 
Eastern creditors secured judgments against 
him in Justices’ courts.

CLUES POINTING ONE WAY 


—_——_———— 


SEEKING THE MORDERER OF MR. 
HERRICK, 
THE CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH THROW SUS- 
PICION ON THE STEPSON, ARMSTRONG— 
QUARRELS BETWEEN THE MEN. 


Although mystery still shrouds the mur- 
der of Alfred R. Herrick, who was killed by a 
pistol shot at bis residence, No. 339 Pearl-street, 
Brooklyn, on Monday afternoon, the Brooklyn 
police think that they have made no mistake in 
arresting Thomas Armstrong, the stepson of 
Herrick. Armstrong, from police accounts, 
was a shiftiess young man. He worked 
as driver of one of the delivery wagons of 
Wechsler & Abraham, having neld that position 
since Spring. His employers had little fault to 
find with him until lately, when he began to be 
irregular in his attendance. No one at the store 
ever saw him the worse for liquor, nor was his 
reputation to that effect, with which the de- 
tectives credit him, confirmed at Stein's livery 
stable, on Washington-street, where he was 
often seen and where Wechsler & Abraham keep 
their horses and wagons. ‘ 

The general impression about Armstrong has 
been without reference to specific acts, that his 
habits were loose. He was inclined to flashy 
dress, so far as his means would allow, and to 
associations that were questionable. The result 
was that bis pay as driver did not meet his needs, 
He wanted money frequently from his mother 
and Mr. Herrick. The latter was disposed to 
curb the young man, and frequently during the 
Summer rebuked him for staying out late at 
night. On Saturday he refused to give him 
money. There were hot words over the refusal. 


The young man says he has not slept in the house 
since then. 

To these facts as outlined the detectives con- 
nect a clue and motive. Their theory is that 
Armstrong was maddened by Herrick’s treat- 
ment of him. He felt that Herrick was deter- 
mined to drive bim from home. Until his 
mother went to the country, early in the Sum- 
mer, Armstrong was iaduiged in about every- 
thing he wanted, There wasno complaint about 
his habits. He went and came as he pleased. 
When she went away Armstrong and Herrick 
occupied the same bed. Herrick used to put 
chairs in the hallway and distribute them over 
the bedroom, blocking the passage to the bed, 
This acted as an indicator of Armstrong’s night 
hours, as whenever he came in Herrick was 
awakened by the noise of the moving chairs. 
The scenes that followed are said to have been 
angry ones. They were calculated to disgust 
and annoy Armstrong, and finally to make him 
believe that ne was not welcome in hisown 
home. The relations ef Herrick and Armstrong, 
so far as the neighbors knew, were friendly. 
Herrick’s partner, A. D. Holbert, who called at 
the house ot the murdered man yesterday, said 
Herrick thought as much of Armstrong as 
though he bad been his own son. He admitted, 
however, that Herrick expressed annoyance of 
jate on account of Armstrong’s loose habits, and 
had shown anxiety for $1,000 that he had pledged 
with Wechsler & Abraham as security tor Arm- 
stronz’s good behavior. Armstrong made col- 
jections tor the firm on his deliveries. A bond 
for $1,000 was required of him. Herrick fur- 
nished it. There is thus no doubt that on Satur- 
day, when the two men confessedly last saw 
each otber, they parted in anger, and that ill- 
feeling had tor some time been growing between 


them. 

When the police went to the house a few min- 
utes after Herrick’s death they made an inspec- 
tion to see if there were evidences of any other 
crime than murder. Their first suspicion based 
on Herrick’s cry was that a burglar had been 
interrupted at his work. They went into every 
room, examined the bureau drawers, the ward- 
robes, closets, mantelpieces, pantry, the 
silver closet, and the trunks. There was 
no sign that anything bad been disturbed. 
Not even a window was open, not a 
window fastening was disturbed or a door Jock 
picked. If the assailant was a burglar he en- 
tered the house with a citizen’s show of re- 
spectability, using keys. The police soon sus- 
pected that murder, not. burglary, was the mo- 
tive of the entrance. Having taken this trail 
they set out tofind if the man had escaped by 
the back way unnoticed. He had not. Miss 
Sammis, who lives at No. 388 Jay-street, and was 
sewing at the window of her back partor, 
saw. @ man running along on top of the 
broad brick wail which separates the yards, and 
disappeared in the yard in the rear of Murray's 
furniture store, which fronts on Myrtle-avenue. 
She saw that he was quite dark, his cheeks ap- 
pearing rather ful!, and that he had a black mus- 
tache. He was dressed in dark clothes, the en- 
tire suit alike, as she thought, and wore a square 
crowned stiff hat, either of dark brown or black. 
She could not judge his age, but thougbt it 
might be anywhere from 20 to 40 years. He was 
— tall, and his shoulders looked broad to 

er. 

Here was a foundation for work. Inquiry 
started in several directions. Detectives Looney, 
Zundt, Powers, and Corr, of the Central Office 
squa‘i, and Detectives Chambersand Lowery, and 
Officer John Marks, of the First Precinct, were 
detailed to the case. One of the first places 
visited was the store of Wechsler & Abraham 
in search of Armstrong. They were there met 
by counter-inquiries by John Higgins, the fore- 
man of the delivery department. He said 
Armstrong had not been at work during the 
day and had sent no explanation of 
his absence. Then the detectives heard 
of the way Armstrong and Herrick had been 
getting along, and that Armstrong had not been 
at home since Saturday. They ascertained that 
he had three aunts living in Hoboken. Detect- 
ives Looney, Chambers, and Lowery, and Officer 
Marks started tor Hoboken early in the evening. 
They heard that Armstrong had an appointment 
witha young woman at a picnic at Schuetzen 
Park. That was where they first went, wait- 
ing until quite. late. As he did not appear, 
they started about midnight for the house of his 
aunt, Mrs. Pierson, on Park-avenue. They 
found Armstrong in a rocking chair in stocking 
feet ana in shirt sleeves. The bed was ready for 
him. When they made known their errand he 
said he was innocent, and waa quite composed. 
He protested that he had been stoppi.g in Ho- 
boken for three nights. He had been excused 
from work for the day, he said, and had gone 
out to Prospect Park to see a _ cricket 
match. The officers understood him to say 
that he had stopped at the Pearl-street house on 
the way from the park, and had left the house 
at about 4 o’ciock, or a little later, reaching Ho- 
boken tor supper. By his own confession, as 
the officers understood him, he was at the scene 
of the murder within a few minutes of its oc- 
currence. He went along without trouble, 
bowever, and was landed safein the First Pre- 
cinct Station House at 1:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

Theaescription given by Mrs. Sammis of the 
man she saw escaping by the fence fitted Arm- 
strong quite as closely as did the description on 
the police biotter. His shoulders are not broad, 
though he is compactiy built. His skin is 
swarthy. The eyebrows nearly meet. He wore 
a black and brown check guit, all alike, with 
skin-tight trousers. His bat wasa brown derby, 
rising high, with a square crown, the corners 
rounded. He was put inacell in the station house 
where he remains. On the way over the detectives 
asked him where his pistol was. He said he had 
last seen it on. Saturday morning, ona chair at 
the head of his bed in the Pearl-street house. It 
was of 82-calibre. he said. When he was safely 
lodged in the cell the detectives searched the 
house fora pistol. They could notfindone. A 
82-calibre ball was found in Herrick’s. body at 
the autopsy yesterday, which City Physician 
Shepard made, assisted by Coroners Menninger 
aud Hesse, Dr. 8. J. Holly, and Dr. Henry J. Ray- 
mond, the Health Commissioner. 


The detectives were baa all day yesterday in 
following up the case. Their paths all cone 
verged toward Armstrong, and by evening {n- 
apector McKellar ond Acting Capt. McNamar 
who supervise the working details, were wel 
satisfied with the strength of the case against the 
young man. Dr. Hurd, ot Parkerville, an old 
neighbor of Armstrong’s father when he kept a 
hostelry on the Coney Island road, went to 
Brooklyn yesterday and engaged William J. 
Gaynor as counsel for Armstrong. Mr. Gaynor 
called on Armstrong. Their interview lasted 
only long enough to arrangetor a preliminary 
hearing before Justice Walsh at 10 o’clock this 
morning. 


Armstrong relatives in Hoboken called him 
Tommy Herrick. His cousin, Mra. Gorman, 
lives at Bloomtieldand Newark streets. She was 
lying on the sofa about 9:30 Monday night, when 
Tommy came in and remarked that it was a 
warm night. In the cburse of a gencral 
conversation, during which he took a_ seat 
and fanned himself with his hat, he said 
that he bad just .come from Schuetzen Park 

West Hoboken,) where there was a breeze. 

hen he asked the way to his aunt’s, Mrs. Pier- 
son’s. The last time he visited her she lived in 
Monroe-street, but she had moved. Mrs. Gor- 
man told him to go to No. ist Park-avenue, a 
short 10 minutes’ walk trom Newark and Bloom- 
field streets. He left the house, Mrs. Gorman 
thinks, about 9:45 to go to Mrs. Pierson’s. 

Mrs. Pierson is a sister of Mrs. Herrick. The 
family were about going to bed when Tommy 
came in. Mrs. Pierson did not look at the clock, 
but she ie positive. that it is about 10 o'clock. 
Tommy talked with them awhile, and then pre- 
pared togo to bed himself. He said that he had 
been having a good time in Schuetzen Park.

Pierson’s the detectives followed Murphy to 
the house of Mrs. Fitzgibbon, another 
relative, - but failed to find Armstrong 
there. was very near midnight when 
Murphy hammered at Mrs.  Pierson’s 
door and the family let him in. He had only 
been at the house once previously, and his 
strange visit, together with his excited manner, 
frightened the-ladies of the house. 

*For pity'’s sake, whait’s the matter?” said 
Mrs. Pierson. 

“Tommy,” said Murphy, “your father’s dead. 
He was killed on the raiiroad.” 

Mrs. Pierson says that Tommy seemed dazed 
at the news, and be was still more mystified 
when Murphy volunteered the information that 
“them gentlemen coming up stairs was de- 
tectives.”” Mrs. Pierson said that they did not 
teli Tommy while he was in the house that he 
was suspected of killing his father, but only 
asked him to “come along.” He was half 
dressed and he hurried on his clothes and went 
with them. 

Armstrong’s relatives in Heboken feel posi- 
tive that he will be able to prove his innocence. 
They believe him incapable of committing such 
acrime. Mrs. Pierson says that he will not be 
21 years old until next December. Neither of 
the women whom Murphy called upon with the 
detectives could make out why he should be as- 
sisting the police. Yesterday when he drove 
to Mrs. Gorman’s house again sh asked 
him about it. ‘“‘Oh,” he said, “I was 
with him last. But,” be continued, “I'm only 
working to clear Tom.” There was another 
person in the carriage with him who was care- 
ful to keep his face out of sight. Yesterday 
afternoen Murphy was with the detectives mak- 
ing inquiries at Schuetzen Park. The young 
men were bosom friends. It is said that they 
were together just before the time that Mr. Her- 
rick was. murdered. Murphy lives at No. 1 
Chapel-street, Brooklyn. He was not home last 
night. His sister said that he was out looking 
up evidence for Tom Herrick. The latter, she 
said, was frequently at the house, and was a 
quiet, amiable young man. 5 

There was a gathering of people all day yes- 
terday on the sidewalk opposite the house. They 
could see crape on the door of a neat three-story 
structure, with a covered balcony of iron across 
the parlor windows, but they could see no more. 
Police officers guarded the sidewalk and door- 
way. Dirt and salt were thrown over the area 
flagging on which Herrick had bled. The boay 
after the autopsy lay in the parlor under a 
pall. Mrs. Willard, the dead man’s sister, sat 
by it all day, moaning and awaiting the return 
of the wife and infant child, who had been sum- 
moned from Ellenville by telegraph. Frederick 
Herrick, of Boston, the brother of the dead man, 
reached the house in the afternoon. Mrs. Her- 
rick reached home at 9 o’clock last evening. The 
telegram sent to her on Monday had mis- 
carried. She did not get it until yesterday 
morning. Qn leaving the carriage she swooned, 
and was carried part way upthesteps. Then 
sbe roused and insisted on going at once to the 
parlor against the advice of friends. There 
ber grief was so distressing that it was necessary 
to remove her and call a physician, who attend- 
ed her late into the night. The fact that herson 
had been arrested was not broken to Mrs. Her- 
riek in her excited condition last night, and she 
continually cried for her ** Tommy.”’ 

A friend of «Mr. Herrick, an tron worker, who 
often did some work at his house, frequently 
remarked upon the exposed condition of the 
rear of it, and advised Mr. Herrick to put up an 
iron door as a precaution against possible in- 
trusion and danger. Mr. Herrick Jaughed at his 
friend’s fears and omitted to take protective

GIRLS SWIMMING FOR PRIZES. 


A WELL CONTESTED RACE—ONE OF THE 
YOUNG WOMEN FAINTS IN THE WATER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1l.—An immense 

crowd assembled at Gloucester, on the Jersey 

side of the Delaware, just below this city, this 
afternoon, to witness a swimming match 
among the girl pupils of the Almond- 


‘street baths. Eight young women were to 


contest, but at the last moment four 
of them lost their courage. The tallest one, 
Miss Lottie St. Clair, was formerly a New- 
Yorker, but has resided in Philadeiphia for sev- 
eral years. She has short black hair that curls 


about a well shaped head, a pair of large hazel 
eyes, and a saucy mouth. She is 22 years 
old, 5 teet 44% inches in height, compact- 
ly built, and weighs 120 pounds. By 
her side stood Miss Mamie Clayton. She 
isa blonde and won the sympathy of the crowd 
by ber natty appearance in boy’s clothing. 
Large blue eyes, a clear complexion, with plenty 
of color iu her cheeks, and her long wavy hair 
falling down over her back, made her look like 
a water nymph. She is 5 teet 2 inches in 
height, tips the scales at 127 pounds, and 
well formed and a striking picture 
of a well developed woman. The smallest 
and youngest of the quartet, Miss Mollie Mur- 
ray, is a trim-built little woman of 20. with 
gray eyes, regular features, and a@ firm, set 
mouth. Her neat figure and determined air se- 
cured her many admirers, who backed heras the 
wnhner, odds in one case being given. Head and 
shoulders above Miss Murray, stood'the,fourth 
member of the quartet, Miss Mamie Brooks. She 
is 5 feet 3 inches in height, with long, dark 
brown hair, brown eyes, and stoutly built, 
weighing 130 pounds. All of the contestants 
were dressed in dark navy blue suits of knick- 
erbockers and blouse, with short arms and low- 
cut necks. The cloth used was very light, made 
tight fitting, like jerseys, and without skirts, 

The course laid out was from Hagyerty’s float 
to an anchored quarter-mile boat and return, 
but the tide being very strong the distance was 
somewhat jessened, After a vain endeavor to 
clear the course of innumerable craft of all 
kinds the word was given, and the pretty 
swimmers dived into the river amid hearty and 
prolonged p= any | A dozen yards bad not 
been covered when little Miss Murray took the 
lead, with Lottie St. Clair second, Mamie Brooks 
third, and Mamie Clayton last. When the crowd 
saw the bright blue ribbon that held in place 
little Miss Murray’s hair leading they cheered 
and cried, ‘* Go it, little one!” The “little one” 
swam steadily, witha short, quick stroke that 
sent ber through the water quickly, and the gap 
between her and the others gradually widened 
until one-eighth of a mile had been cov- 
ered. At this point Mamie Clayton, who 
had held fourth place from the start, passed 
Mamie Brooks, and before haif of the interven- 
ing distance to the turning boat had been cov- 
ered had caught up to and passed Miss St. Clair. 
Her long, steady stroke was beginning to tell 
and brought her closer and closer to the “little 
one,” who was still leading. The crowd called 
on their favorite to spurt just as Miss 
Clayton came abreast of her. and Mauss 
Murray responde’ by again widening the 
gap between them. A moment later, however, 
and Miss Clayton's long strokes brought her 
again beside the leader, and at the cheering of 
the crowd, both young ladies respondede by a 
fine spurt that kept them head and head for sev- 
eral yards. Neither seemed to be able to gain on 
the other, when suddenty the crowd’s favorite, 
Miss Murray, turned pale and with a gasp sank 
from view. Almost instantly, a boat was over 
the spot where she had eunk, and ready hands 
grasped her firmly when she reappeared and 
drew her aboard in a dead faint. 

During the excitement that this produced 
Miss Clayton, who had stopped to see if her 
plucky little adversary was saved, was over- 
taken by Miss St. Clair, who had always been a 
good second. Miss Clayton and Miss St. Clair, 
almost abreast, reached the quartei-mile boat in 
4m. Is. and 4m. 3s. respectively, and started on 
the return, Miss Brocks making it in 4m. Ils. 
On the return quarter Miss Ciuyton’s even strokes 
soon piaced her safely out of reach of Miss St. 
Clair, and in 9 minutes and 18 seconds she 
reached the goal amid the shouts of the multi- 
tude, Miss St. Ciair coming in an easy second in 
11 minutes, and Miss Brooks third in 11 minutes 
and 82 seconds. The prizes were then awarded, 
Miss Clayton taking the first, Miss St. Clair the 
second, and Miss Brooks the third. Miss Murray, 
who fainted, was after some effort brought to 
and taken home.

SUFFOCATED IN A MINE 


oe 
TWELVE MINERS KILLED BY THE 
POISONOUS AIR. 

A BRAVE FIRE BOSS GIVES THE ALARM AT 
THE RISK OF HIS LIFE—HOW A HUN- 
DRED MEN WERE RESCUED. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 11.—A fright- 
ful mine accident occurred at the West End 

Coal Company’s mine, at Mocanaqua, this morn- 

ing, by which at least 12 lives were lost 

and 25 children rendered fatherless. For five 
years not a single fatality has occurred in this 
mine, and it was considered one of the safest in 
the valley. So general was this belief that men 
would work in it for less money than other 
mines because the risk of life was not 
680 great. About 9:o’clock this morning the 
engineer in charge of the fan which supplies air 
tothe mine discovered that the shaft was bent, 
and that the fan would not work as well as 
usual, In other words, it was running at too 
low arate of speed, and thus diminishing the 
amount of airin:ithe mine below, where over 
100 men were at work digging coal. The en- 
gineer, instead of giving the alarm at once to 
the miners attempted to repair the broken fan, 
but his efforts were without success. During 
all this time the gas in the mine was ac- 
cumulating in large quantities, and when it 
came pouring into the different galleries it was 
too late for the miners to escape. The fire boss 
was the first to give the alarm. He was at the 


bottom of the slope nearest the surface and had 
a chance to make his escape had he so desired, 
but he knew there were over a hundred of his 
fellow-men in the mine and to leave them meant 
instant death for all. Quickly summoning a 
couple of door tenders he made his way through 
the dark subterranean passages of the mine, 
yelling at the top of his voice: 

** Men, there is gas in the mine. Run for your 
lives; quick!” 

He was not able to reach every quarter of the 
mine, which covers an area of two miles under- 
ground. When he had gone half way through 
the mine he was overcome by the gas and pros- 
trated. Many of the miners who had heard his 
words of alarm hastened quickly to the mouth 
of the mine and made their escape, but others 
became exhausted and had to succumb to the 
power of the poisonous gas. 

An eye witness, a miner who worked in one of 
the chambers and who made his escape to the 
surface, thus describes the scene in the mine 
when the alarm was first given. ‘“‘Avout 9 
o'clock I noticed that there was more or less gas 
in the mine, but thought nothing of it at the 
time, as I thought the engineer in charge of the 
fan had slacked up a little to make some repairs. 
This is sometimes the case, but when the neces- 
sary repairs are wade the fan is yiven increased 
speed and it soon cleans out the gas. About 10 
minutes before I heard the fire boss give the 
alarm I thought that the gas was increasing, and 
so stuted to my laborer. I then for the first time 
began to realize that something was the matter. 
I told my lavorer we had better make our way 
tothe top. We threw down our too)s and hasti- 
ly took our departure. We had not gone 100 
yards before I noticed a dozen rats running 
abead of me. I knew that whenever 
I saw rats in the mine on the run 
thatthere is something going to ruin. My ja- 
borer turned white at thesightof them. He 
sald: *My God, John, do you see the rats run- 
ning? We will all be killed.’ We ran for ali we 
were worth through the dark passages. We 
were within 500 yardsof the opening when I 
heard the fire boss give the alarm. We tvere now 
almost exhausted trom the gas. In our progress 
through the mine we could hear the groans 
of those who had succumbed to the gas and 
fallen to the ground. Every few yards we went 
we would stumbie over some poor upfort- 
unate §who, like ourselves, had attempt- 
ed to make his escape from the death- 
dealing vapor, but had fallen by the 
roadway. Some of them we tried to put 
on their feet, but they were as stiff asa log and 
could not move. Seeing we could render no re- 
lief we trudged on, now and then stumbling over 
the prostrate bodies of other miners. At last my 
laborer gave out. He fell. I tried todrag bim, 
but it wasno use. He was dead ina tew min- 
utes, and [ knew that if I remained five minutes 
longer { too would be prostrated. I hastened 
on, and at last saw the foot of the slope, where 
some men were at work lifting the unconscious 
to the bucket so they could be carried to the 
open air. This isali I remember, for the next 
moment I fell from sheer exhaustion. I was 
carried to the top by the relief party.” 


As soon as the accident became known a relief * 


party was organized, with Superintendent John 
Teasdale at the head. They went down in the 
mine and rescued about 80 men who were near- 
est to the mouth of the mine, All of them were 
in an unconscious condition, and when brought 
to the surface were stretched out on the earth 
and medical assistance summoned. Alli the doc- 
tors for 20 miles around were pressed into ser v- 
ice. The scene was a most pitiful one. The 
mothers, wives, and sisters of the miners gath- 
ered around the spot and made the air echo with 
their cries and lamentations. They were of 
great assistance, however, and tenderly cared 
for the prostrate men. Some were carried to 
log shanties, and there, with the aid of nature’s 
help and the kind ministrations of friends, soon 
recovered. Others were too weak to recover 
and died in a short time. 

At 12 o’clock there were no less than 200 wom- 
ed gathered about the mouth of the mine. If 
a friend was missing they would patiently await 
the arrival of the rescuing party from below, 
who generally brought up with them a half 
dozen men more dead than alive. These men 
presented a horrible sight when brought to the 
surface. Through the coal dust which covered 
their faces could be seen the blanched features, 
a deathlike pallor. A wife would see her hus- 
band in this condition and rush toward the dying 
man, catch himin her arms, and give vent to 
the most pitiful moans, Sisters carried their 
brothers in their arms to a shady nook and 
wiped the deathlike perspiration from their 
brows. 

All attempts to get the fan in running order 
were fruitiess, and at 4 o’clock the rescuing 
party were compelled to give up the search, the 
yas in the mine being too strong. They rescued 
about 115, and about 12 are known to be dead. 
Following is the list of the dead so tar as known: 

James Whelan, aged 54, miner, widower, with 
six small! children. 

Hiram O. Mead, aged 40, married, two children, 

William Zienty, aged 24, laborer, single. 

Peter Bordaski, aged 27, miner, single. 

‘ John Bilby, aged 40, miner, married, five chil- 
ren. 

James Fry, aged 32, miner, married, two chil- 


ren. 

Nicholas Bertels, aged 36, miner, five children. 

Wilson Rymer, aged 28, laborer, married, two 
children. 

Anthony Boraski, aged 24, miner, single. 

John Brofokoski, miner, married, three chil- 
ren. 

Labin Uyurskofski, aged 26, miner, single. 

William Price, laborer, aged 22. 

Dr. Hughes, a prominent physician of Shick- 
shinny, went down into the mine to assist the 
injured men and was overcome ‘by gas. He was 
rescued with difficulty and was brought to the 
surface senseless. 

Superintendent John Teasdale, who went into 
the mine with a rescuing party and was over- 
come by the gas, and brought from the mine in 
an unconscious condition, remained so for sey- 
eral hours, but will probably fully recover, 


GOV. HILL’S LATEST CLAIM. 
ALBANY, Aug. 11.—Friends of Mr. Cleve- 
land express considerable indignation to-day at 
the attempt of Gov. Hill’s followers to make 
political capital out of the visit of the President 
to the Executive Chamber yesterday. They say 


that the effort to create the impression that Mr. 
Cieveland favors the nomination of the Gov- 
ernor comes with bad grace after the courteous 
call of the President, especially as there is no 
foundation for the tiying rumors. It is declared 
on the best of authority that the subject of 
olitics was not mentioned during the interview 
tween the two. Instead of outlining the 
position of the national Administration 
and stating that it would not  op- 
pose tbe candiducy of Mr. Hill as tke 
reports bad it, Mr. Cieveland carefully avoided 
referring to the Fall campaien and did not say 
a word about the contest in New-York this year. 
The desire of some of President Cleveland’s 
most intimate friends to have his position set 
right must be regarded as an indication that the 
aspirations of the Elmira politician are not al- 
together pleasing to the powers at Washington, 
and that he may discover before long that he 
will not have such a“ walk over” in the con- 
vention as his law partner predicts. Gov. Hill 
left tor Elmira to-night, and will stay at home 
the rest of the week. During his visit the south- 
ern tier will be sharply inspected. 








EX-SECRETARY TELLER’S DENIAL. 

Cuicaao, Aug. 1i.—Ex-Secretary Teller 
denies that leases to cattlemen, as first granted 
by the Cheyenne and Arapahoe tribes in 1883, 
had ever been sanctioned or recognized by him 


as Secretary of the Interior. He says that he 
specifically stated at the time, and incor- 
porated the statement in his reports of 
1883-4, that the Government reserved the 
right to interfere with the  cattlemen 
and remove them whenever it became necesary, 
either of its own motion or from the complaints 
of the Indians. In this connection he announced 
to the cattlemen that if such occupation proved 
agreeabie to the Indians the Government would 
not interfere. The ex-Secretary is of the opin 
jon that much good had beeu done the Indians 
br meeting the cattlemen.. The former were

THE WHISKY ISSUE IN OHIO.

SOME STRIKING STATISTICS OF THE OPERA- 
TION OF THE SCOTT LAW. 

CrxcrnnatTi, Aug. 11.—The discussion 
which is going on between the leaders of the 
Prohibition Party and leading Republicans as 
to the best means of mitigating the evils of in- 
temperance have resulted in the publication to- 
day of statistics which show that during the 
brief period the Scott law (levying a special tax 
of $200 a year on retail liquor dealers) was 
in force the number of saloons in the State was 
reduced about 50 per. cent. At the time the 
Scott law went into force there were in the 
State, according to the internal revenue reports, 
15.7385 places where liquor was sold by the drink. 
Six months later the number had dropped down 
to 10,631. About that time—the Fall of 1888—the 
State went Democratic through the diver- 
sion off™a large number of Republic- 
an votes to the Prohibition ticket. It 
was understood that the Legislature then elected 
would repeal the Scott law, and through the in- 
fluence of that expectation the number of sa- 
loons began to increase. Keepers of small grog- 
geries who were about to go out of the business 
borrowed money to pay their tax and kept on, 
while others started up afresh. What the 
Legislature aid was to repeal the law 
and re-enact it the same day with the 
local option feature wholly omitted 
and other teatures changed and weakened. In 
its new form the law was found to be_unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court. The conse- 
quence was that in April of this year the num- 
ber of saloons had increased to 14,920. There are 
strong temperance men who were inclined to 
support the Prohibition ticket who have said 
to-day that they are much impressed by these 
figures and are now disposed to act with 
the Republicans. Enough remains, however, of 
those so blindly attached to the Prohibition 
Party that no reasoning causes them to doubt 
the result inthe coming election. Their votes 
are equivalent to an equal number for the 
Democratic ticket, and the diversion which they 
are endeavoring to create may result, through 
the election of the Democratic ticket, in making 
whisky free in Ohio for another two years. 


A VALUABLE GAS FRANCHISE, 


THE NEW-YORK EQUITABLE COMPANY BUYS 
A NEW GRANT IN CHICAGO. 

Cutoaao, Aug. 11.—The Equitable Gas 
Light Company of New-York to-day obtained 
the franchise of 4 new company of the same name 
in this city, paying, it is believed, about $100,000 
for it. The franchise has had a curious history. 
A couple of months ago it was granted to 
George P. Everhard, John Lomax, and J.C. Clare, 
but by an omission, intentional or otherwise, 
the enacting clause was left out of the ordi- 
nance. Then, all at once, the ordinance 


disappeared and nobody could tell where 
it had gone. Yesterday it turned up 
among ‘some papers on _ the Mayor’s 
desk.. The Mayor sent into the Council last 
night a veto of the ordinance, but the ordinance, 
perfected as to the enacting clause, was passed 
over the veto. The franchise is believed to bea 
very valuable one, and there has been a good 
deai of competition for it. It was generally 
believed when the ordinance disappeared that 
some one of the ring Aidermen had taken 
it to New-York, as a trading basis for the dis- 
posal of the franchise. The West Side Gas Com- 
pany wanted it and were bidding high for it up 
to noon to-day. Then the representatives of 
the New-York company stepped in and carried 
off the prize. The purchuse was made by 
Lawyer Egbert Jamieson, who says that 
he acted on behalf of Col. A. F. Wol- 
cott, Col. Fitzhugh, and James M. Lowry, 
of New-York, and Joseph Clark, of San Fran- 
cisco. These gentlemen and Messrs. Everhard, 
Lomax, and Clare were at once elected Directors 
of the company. Itis understood that all these 
gentlemen represent the Equitable Gaslight Com- 
pany, of New-York. The capital of the Chicago 
company is to be $3,000,000. A condition of the 
grant isthat the works of the company shall bein 
operation by Aug. 10, 1888 The company is 
permitted to charge $1 75 per 1,000 teet for its 
fas. though of the other three companies now 
ere, one charges $1 50 and two $1. it 1s under- 
stood that Lomax is President, and Everhard 
Secretary of the company. 





WERE THE YACHTSMEN BURGLARS? - 

SgeaBRiGatT, N. J., Aug. 11.—About two 
weeks ago a pretty little sloop yacht, witha 
merry party, sailed into the Shrewsbury River 
and anchored near Oceanic. From all appear- 
ances the yachtsmen were mere pieasure seek- 
ers, and the visits of similar parties are of such 
frequent occurrence that this attracted no at- 


tention. One night shortly after the arrival 
of the yacht the wholesale liquor house of W. A. 
French & Co., at Red Bank, was entered by 
burgiars and the sate rified of severai hundred 
dollars in money. it was subsequently learned 
that the burglars arrived at and departed from 
Red Bank 1n a rowboat, the destination of 
whicn after the robbery could not be ascer- 
certained. Again, on another night, a store 
at Long Branch was entered and robbed of a 
large quantity of clothing and dry goods. The 
perpetrators of this crime, it was found, also 
came and went away in a large rowboat by way 
of the South Shrewsbury. Again,a night or 
two since, cracksmen entered the Post Office at 
Oceanic, and secured a sumof money. They, 
too, were traced toward the river. Meanwhile 
there had been several small robberies commuit- 
ted, and the suspicion of detectives finally be- 
came centred on the littie yacat. Before they 
took action in the matter the yacht one dark 
night hoisted sail and sped out into the bay, 
where all trace of her was lost. It is firmly be- 
lieved by the people and police thatthe yachts- 
men were concerned in the robberies. All sub- 
sequent efforts to obtain a trace of the where- 
abouts of the yacht have Egon unavailing. 
The boat had no name painted upon her, and only 
an incomplete description of the suspected par- 
ties can be obtained. 





IROQUOIS INDIANS REFUSE TO MOVE. 

MontTREAL, Aug. 11.—The Iroquois Indi- 
ans on the Oka Reservation received yesterday 
from Deputy Superintendent of Indian Affairs 
Van Koughnet a letter urging them to remove 
their trye to a new reservation at Gibson, 
Muskok_, at the earliest possible moment, and 
notifying them that the Government would 
bear half the expense of transportation and 


the Roman Catholic Seminary the other half. 
The chiefs replied that they would remove 
when the water ceases to run down hill and the 
mvon forgets to wax and wane. The trouble 
arose from the reservation being handed over to 
the seminary, and the Indians, being Protestants, 
were cruelly treated by the priests, many of 
tnem being sent to jail for outting wood on 
their own lands. Finally, in desperation, they 
burned downthe seminary and tortified them- 
selves inthe schoolhouse to resist arrest. They 
ultimately submitted, and a number of them | 
were tried for incendiarism, but were acquitted. 
Three new trials were asked for and granted 
with the same result, the guilty parties having 
escaped to the Caughnawaga Reservation. ‘he 
trial lasted for several years, and the Govern- 
ment, despairing of being able to maintain 
peace between the parties, procured a new 
reservation for the Indians at Muskoka, where 
several-famulies removed, but the remainder of 
tnem refused to go.

GRANT’S TOMB. : 

FLORAL GIFTS AROUND THE CasKeT— 

CROWDS LINGERING IN RIVERSIDE Parg/ 
AND SEARCHING FOR RELICS, 

The interior of Gen. Grant’s tomb is, 
rapidly filling up with flowers. The anchor sent’ 
by some colored people in Florida, through Tua 
Times, was placed on the steel casket by Capt,’ 
Beaty yesterday afternoon. Just.as the Captain: 
was locking the gate after putting it there an 
express wagon came along witha very hand« 
some column of white roses, surmounted by a 
laurel wreath and a dove with outspreayl wings, 
from the Ohio Department of the Grand\Army.| 
The column was bound with a broad sash of 
of sky-blue ribbon marked “In Memorfam,”* 
and at the base “Gen. U. S. Grant, Our Com< 
rade,” was tastefully worked in forget-me-no 
Considering the long journey the flowers were! 
in a remarkably well preserved condition. Tha 
design was placed close to the foot of the casket, 
just inside the gate. d 

Yesterday’s scenes around the tomb were but 
repetition, only on a diminished scale, of aaa 
and Monday. Scores of people remained in the 
park all day long, sitting in the shade of treed 
on the bluff and twining wreaths ot leaves. Thd 
police find the necessity of doing something ta 
head off persistent relic hunters. Their eager 
ness at times carries them close to the bordes 
liné of actual theft. Some people have been d@ 
tected trying to make off with little necessities 
of camp life lying around the soldiers’ ten’ 
not of any great value, but which must be ac~ 
counted for to the Commissary.

As the sun declined the crowd about the tom 
increased. People came singly, in pairs, and { 
little parties. A majority came from the uppe 
part of the city, but many came by way of th 
elevated roads from down town. About o’cloc 
the crowd was at its best, so far as numbers 
concerned, and between 7 and 8 o’clock 205 
ple, men, women, and children, stood facing th 
tomb or walking about in its immediate vicin 
ity. About the sunset hour the park was not 
unpleasant spot in which to spendan hour. Th 
rather scant foliage of the gaunt-looking t 
that stood guard over the tomb quivered in th 
light breeze that swept across the open space tha 
lies between One Hundred and Twenty-secon 
and One Hundred and Twenty-fourth stree 
Down in the valley tothe eastward the air w: 
still and warm. The shining Hudson, Mem 
through breaks in the trees that line its easte 
bank, was smooth as glass. The sailboats tha’ 
moved upon its bosom drifted lazly with the 
current. A glow of crimson topped the western} 
hills, and the rays of the sinking sun glinted on 
the gilded ‘““G’’ upon the outer door of the 
tomb. This attracted the attention of th 
crowd. For the moment heads. were turne 
from the tomb itself, but only for a moment.| 
Those who came on foot were rein- 
forced by others who came in carriages.) 
Between 7 and 8 o'clock more than 4 
hundred were driven past the tomb. None 
ot them were allowed to approach nearer 
than within 30 yards. From this distance many} 
sat and looked at the vault. Others, who 
noticed that only half of the inner door of oak 
was closed, left their vehicles and joined the 
throng infront of the tomb. These were kept 
ata distance of 12 feet. This space was allotted, 
to the soldiers who marched up and down in! 
front of the tomb. It was found impossible 
te close the northerly half of the inner door, ag 
the space was occupied by the floral column; 
sent from Ohio. Later in the night it was re- 
moved to another part of the tomb, that the 
door might be closed. i 

The crowd lingered for hours, growing small) 
by slow degrees, the rear guard remaining until 
almost midnight. Two artillerymen who were 
waiting to relieve two of their comrades who 
were on guard at the tomb last night wondered 
if Riverside Park would remain as attractive td 
the crowd as it promises to be for the 
days they will be on duty there. ‘*1f it does,” 
said one of them, **a lot of new trees and a cargo. 
or two of gravel will be needed.” “* Why grav< 
el ?? he was asked. ‘* Why,” he replied, * they’d 
earry away the tomb if we’d letthem. Sensible< 
looking people come here and loak at the tomb, 
and after they’ve studied it until they know 
how many bricks it contains they’ll walk away, 
and if you'll keep an eye on them you'll sea 
them reach down and pick up some gravel. 
Then they’il go home satisfied. Two old women 
carried away a handkerchief full of gravel this 
afternoon. Two fellows from Wisconsin. mem-~ 
bers of Company D, First Regiment of Infantry, 
came here at sunrise this morning. They were 
going home to-day, they saii, and wanted some- 
thing from the grave to show their friends. 
Some leaves had fallen on the floor of the tomb 
from some of the numerous floral ornaments./ 
They were given two leaves apiece. They went i 
off happy, and said they wouldn‘t exchange} 
those leaves for anything in New-York.” { 

“T was on guard early this morning,” said the 
other artilleryman, “when a middle-aged. ' 
spectable looking man wa)ked down the hill and 
stood in front of the tomb. He stood for five 
minutes and then turned as if to goaway. Just 
as I turned around I saw him dodge off tne pla 
form which is intended for the guard. I kne 
he had been to the tomb, but he hadn’t time to; 
do anything more than get there before he must) 
have jumped away again. He waiked away, bu 
kept turning around. I made up my mind t 
examine things. After looking around I found) 
a silver dollar on the stone rim on which the 
arch is built. Icalled the man back and asked 
him if the dollar was his. He got red in the face 
and said it was. Hesaid he had put it there be-) 
cause be wanted a relic. He said he wouldn't 
take $20 for his dollar, and he looked in earnest 
too. Why, since I’ve been here people have; 
shown me pieces of the tassels that were on the . 
hearse. They had cut them off on the day of,the 
funeral.” :

A SITE FOR THE GRANT MONUMENT. 
"Zo the Eattor of the New-York Tinies: 

The writer suggests that the city acquire 
title to a plot of land 200 feet square on the 
northeast corner of Riverside-avyenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-second-street, the same to 
be bounded by Riverside-ayenue, Claremont- 
avenue, One Hundred and Twenty-second-street, 
and a new street to be opened 200 feet north of 
the latter street. In the*centre of this square 
should be laid outa circular grass plot, upon 


which should be erected the monument, sur- 
mounted by a heroic statue of Grant, with such 
detail and ornamentation as the amount of the 
ubscriptions will permit. The criticisms of Mr. 
rederick Law Olmsted are well taken, and 
they are not wholly met by the proposal of Mr. 
Vaux to erect the monument on “the loup” on 
the west side of Riverside-avenue. The iocation 
Buggested by the writer fully obviates the 
difficulties presented.

Aftera time good feel- 
ing wasapparently restored and the entire party 
gat and chatted pleasantly together on tne piazza. 
The party broke up about 1 A.M. Preston 
seems to have brooded over the matter during 
the rest of the night and is believed to have be- 
come convinced that Tillie was goingto jilt 
‘him. Heleft the house at dawn armed for the 
deed he committed at the breakfast table of 
Mrs. Miner. Tillie was killed instantly, the bul- 
let passing through her heart. Preston lived 
about two hours. Preston was noted as a reader 
of fiash literature, but was sober and industri- 
ous, His father, Hiram Preston, resides three 
miles from South Otselic, and is a respectable 
citizen. Miss Miner was a favorite in the com-

THREE PRISONERS HELD FOR TRIAL AND 


THREE REMANDED. 
John, alias “* Noble,’ Hughes, William 


alias ‘* Red,” Carroll, and James Beattie, three 
of the members of the Riverside gang who on 
Saturday murdered Naclaw Kalat, a Bohemian, 
living at No. 1,357 Avenue A, in the course of a 


free fight, were held without bail for trial in the 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday. The other 
three prisoners were remanded for further iden- 
tification, and late in the afternoon four 
Bohemians appeared and recognized the prison- 
ers as participators in the fight. They will be 
taken to the Yorkville Court this morning and 
sent to join their friends in the Tombs, 

Detectives Campbell and Martin were hunting 
all day yesterday and part of last night for an- 
other of the gang supposed to have taken part 
in the affray, but he couid not be found, Cor- 
oner Messemer held a post mortem examination 
on Kalat’s body and found that death had re- 
sulted from a fracture of the base of the skull. 
A piece of bone an inch square had been pressed 
into the brain. Kalat will be buried tu-day. 

When the prisoners were arrested on Monday 
morning they joked about the “ little scram- 
ble,” and thought maybe they woula get six 
months, When Capt. Gunner told them yesterday 
morning on their way to court that Kalat was 
dead ** Red’’ Carroll, who is supposed to have 
held the stone that caused the wound, became 
as white as a sheet and nearly fell to the 
ground. Carroll and Andrew Spanier are sup- 
posed to have been the ones who reaily com- 
mitted the murder, and Detective Campbeil 
thinks there is aclear case against both. The 
six boys, Fizpatrick, Gravious, Spanier, Hughes, 
Carroll, and Beattie, none of whom are over 2lare 
already adepts in every stage of crime. They 
have ail served termsin the Protectory or the 
Elmira Reformatory, and some of them have 
been in the penitentiary. Hughes returned 
from jall only 24 hours before the murder, and 
admits that the gang had gone out to celebrate 
his release. They are all stunted in growth, 
with small bullet heads,and when crouched 
down in their cell at the station house look like 
sO many rats. In the court room yesterday 
Hughes was identified by agentleman as having 
broken into bis house and robbed him. 


GILMORE DRAWS A CROWD. 

Gilmore's jubilee drew thousands to Man- 
hattan Beach yesterday afternoon and evening, 
and the famous orchestra was never heard to 
better advantage.

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A VISIT TO ROBERT TOOMBS 


HOW HE APPEARS AND TALKS IN 
HIS GEORGIA HOME. 

A KINDLY WORD FOR GRANT AND A BITTER 
ONE FOR JEFFERSON DAVIS--HIS FAM- 
ILY AND HIS CHECKERED CAREER, 

From the Atlanta Constitution. 

Wasninoron, Ga. Aug. &—‘‘l cannot 
see well enough even to write a nigger's pass,” 
was the suggestive comparison made: to your 
correspondent by Gen. Toombs while explain- 
ing his failing eyesight. 

The name of Robert Toombs has long held a 
pharmed place in the hearts of Georgians. 
Proud of his talents, electrified by his elo- 
quence, confident of his powers, Georgia has in- 
dorsed him in many political conflicts, and at 
last went down into asea of blood at his bid- 
ding. His mistakes—sometimes very grievous— 
have been the result of his excessive honor. 
He would never purchase peace nor compro- 
mise with an enemy, but met every issue with 
such a sturdy front as often to provoke collision 
where softer words would have calmed the 
waters. But Toombs was born in qa hurricane, 
his life has been a cyclone, and even his declin- 
ing years are but murmurs of the departed 
storm. 

“Dar’s whar Ginrul Toombs lives,” said an 
African guide, as he stopped in front of a mag- 
nificent mansion on one of the finest streets in 
America. A large flower yard, probably 300 feet 
wide, spread out to view. Flower beds, from 
which sprung the fairest leaves of color and de- 
sign, were arranged in crosses, diamonds, anda 
stars. Appropriately placed were young oaks 
and evervreens. In front of the gate stood a 
sturdy oak, a tree suggestive of the man whose 
presence the correspondent was approaching. 
Its branches hung low, giving a most pleasant 
shade. Situated about 200 feet back was an old 


style mansion, reached by a bricked promenade, 

the veranda facing the second story, which was 

reached by an easy flicht of steps. Beneath the 

veranda tioor there was a magnificent display 

of potted flowers, showing the taste and skill of 

Mrs. Commodore Hunt, whose kind attentions 
oftens the absence of the late lamented. Mrg. 
oombs. 

‘lam glad to see you,” said the General, as he 
met your correspondent with the remark quoted 
above. “ My lite islonesome. My darling wife 
who for 53 vears shed life over my life is dead.” 

A few words brought up the subject of Grant's 
funeral. 

“Grant was the greatest soldier produced” wy 
the war,” was the somewhat unexpected remar 
given by Gen. Robert Toombs. “Gen. Lee was 
R very good engineer,a man of fine family, a 
companionable gentleman, but he was not the 
man to head a revolutionary army.” ; ‘ 

* Now that Grant is in his grave, what ia your 
estimate of his character ?” 

“He was a simple-minded, kind-hearted sol- 
dier, who had no more animosity against the 
South thar be had against the North. He wasa 
West Pointer,” remarkea the General, witha 

eculiar facial expression, “‘and with West 

ointers the choice of arms is a profession into 
which patriotism enters but little.” 

“Did you ever havo any personal relations 
with Grant as President ?” 

* Oh, yes,” he replied. “ When thelast days of 
the war brought the thieving Federals this way 
they stole my books and manuscripts. I would 
not take a hundred thousand dollars for them 
now if I had them, and there was a time when I 
would not have taken half a million for them. 
When Grant became President I went to Wash- 

ngton to endeavor to recover these papers. 

hen I enterea | was received quite cordially 
and stated myerrand. President Grant took the 
greatest interest in the matter, not only assuring 
me that I should have my papers returned, but 
detailingan efiicient officer to aid me in the 
pearch .There isa story behind this, however, 
which partially accounted for Grant's interest in 
me.”’ 

The General then proceeded to tell the story, 
which was quite interesting. The Toombs and 
Crawtord families had always been quite inti- 
mate. Gov. Crawford's sister had married a Dr. 
Dent, who afterward died of yellow fever in Au- 
gusta. During Mr. Toombs's service in the Fed- 
eral Senate a young otticer named Grant had 
been court-martialed in California for paying 
out too much money, as Quartermaster of the 
Fourth Regiment, to his brother officers. John J. 
Crittenden, of Kentucky, approacned Senator 
Toombs to secure Congressional relief for the 
unfortunate Captain. He stated that young 
Grant had married Miss Julia, the daughter of 
Frederick Dent, of Missouri. This Dent, it was 
developed, was a brother of the gentleman in 
Augusta, and it was hoped that Senator 
Toombs's interest in a constituent would induce 
him to lend a handin saving the honor of the 
Dent family. 

“It was finally agreed,” said Mr. Toombs, * that 
the Military Committee should report favorably 
on the Grant case, provided the young man 
would obligate himself to resign immediately on 
the receipt of his commission. To this young 
Grant, whom I met in the corridor, readily as- 
sented. Trueto his word he resigned, and the 
next time I met nim he was President of the 
United States.” 

** Did he refer to the matter ?"” 

“Oh, no; but he was exceedingly kind. The 
hour for holding the Cabinet meeting arrived, 
andl arose to go, when Grant said: 

“* Don’t go, General; I would sooner talk to 
you than to my Cabinet.’ " 

The conversation then drifted back into the 
‘bloody days of the Confederacy, and the agita- 
tion which ied up to it. 

“The culmination of my political career," said 
Gen. Toombs, ** was the secession agitation. The 
statement that there existed among the Southern 
Senators in 1859 and 1869 a conspiracy to force 
secession is untrue. There was no conspiracy, 
no understanding. The encroachments of the 
Northern Congressmen upon the reserved rights 
of the States, the incendiary agitation of dis- 
turbine questions in that section had alarmed 
the people of the Southern States. They elected 
men to Congress to represent their views, 
These men were representatives, and were 
only guilty of the same conspiracy, if so 
you choose to call it, as always exists between 
constituent and representative. The question of 
secession came up from the people just in the 
Bame shape as other questions go up, and conse- 
quentiy the Southern Senators merely presented 
the views of those whom they represented, 
They went homeand addressed their constitu- 
ents upon that as they did upon all other ques- 
tions. All my speeches were so made to my con- 
stituents in Georgia, orin my place upon the 
fioor of the Senate, [always gave my utter- 
ances to the press freely. I never suppressed a 
speech nor spoke in riddies. My life has been an 
open page which all men might read.” 

“Was there ever any hope of success for the 
Confederacy, and, if so, why aid it fail?” 

* There was no doubt of success,” answered the 
General, arising from the reclining position in 
which he had up to this time lain. * The South 
could have succeeded had it not been throttled 
by West Point. The Presidenoy of the Confed- 
eracy was offered to meand declined. When 
South Carolina, with singular stupidivy, 
Wrapped itself around Jefferson Davis Missis- 
sippi was not so insane, but could not out of 
courtesy vote against her owncitizen. Hence 
Davis became President, and West Point was 
the school whence he drew his ideas. He had 
graduated from that institution, and could 
never be brought to realize the fact that men in 
civil life knew anything. He filled the com- 
mands with West Pointers, and he stuck to them 
through every reverse. The martinet discipline 
or that institution was the only reliance of Mr. 

avis.”* 

“Under whom could the Confederacy have 
succeeded ?”’ 

“Albert Sidney Johnston was the one man 
who could have certainly succeeded, but death 
cut his career_short. Joseph E. Johnston came 
next. Wher Jefferson Davis, inspired by domes- 
tic intrigues, removed Johnston from the com- 
mand of the Western army he killed the Con- 
federacy. Davis was thoroughly incompetent. 
His forte was magazine writing. He would have 
been a successful magazine man, but in the 
bustie of practical, everyday life he was utterly 

ost. My personal feeling for Mr. Davis is of the 

indest character, but that does not remove the 
facts of history. 

“ When the war was over I capitulated and ac- 
cepted the parole. I marched my brigade back 
to Augusta, disbanded them there, and returned 
tomy hometo observe my parole. One day, 
just as the family were sitting around the din- 
ner table,a uorseman rode up with a message 
from Gen. Smith, of Macon. The day before, 
while the Federal cavairy leader Wilson was so- 
cially engaged with Gen. Smith he said to the 

tter: 

“*Smith, I have a distasteful task assigned me. 
Notwithstanding that Gen. Toombs is on pa-

“ My family on the paternal side was English,

My father, who 
was « Oaptain under Gen. Washington. with a 
number of his comrades, located on lands ia this 
vicinity in 1815. Here be met Miss Huling, the 
daushter of Jimmy Hullag, a wealthy planter, 
whom he married, The Hulings were Hurue- 
nots, who tied from the French Flanders and 
found a refuge in England, settling tn Taunton. 
Three of them were among those arrested by 
William Penn, who resorted to this means of 
persecution in order to gain pin money for the 
women of the English Court. The Hulings re- 
sisted the demands made of them, for which one 
was put to death and the other two were sold 
into servitude in the West Indies. In time they 
reached the Carolinas, where they became pros- 
perous planters. 

*T was born in 1810, and when old enough at- 
tended the village school here, following that 
up with terms in the University of Georgia, 
Princeton College, and the Law School of the 
University of Virginia. I was ready for the Bar 
at the age of 20. A special act of the Legisla- 
ture removed the difficulty of non-age, and I 
was admitted to the Bar in Elbert Superior 
Court, Judge William H. Crawford presiding. I 
atonce took a leading place at the bar, and 
served several terms in the State Legislature. 
Thoold Eighth District was strongly Democratic. 
Ata dinner given in Augysta by the late Mrs. 
Tubman to Henry Clay, who was her guardian, 
at which myself and Judge Crawford were pres- 
ent, Mr, Clay insisted that I should make the 
race inthe Whig interest. [ did so, and won by 
a decided majority, The story of my career in 
the House and the Senate is a matter of history. 

* During my attendance in the county school 
here a littie girl named Juiia DuBose also at- 
tended. I went to college and Miss DuBose 
went to school near Athens with my sister. One 
of my elder brothers got married while I was 
away. On my return a young man I found that 
my brother's wife was Miss DuBose’s elder sis- 
ter,and there I met the little school girl of 
years before, now a grown young lady. At the 
ages, respectively, of 21 and 19 we were mar- 
ried. Four children were born to us, of wham 
one married Mr. Alexander, of Augusta, and 
the other Dudley M. tuBose. The last-named 
wedding took place in Washington, and was at- 
tended by President Buchanan, Bishop Pierce 
performing the ceremony. Then it wag that the 
incident so often quoted occurred, in which 
President Buchanan claimed the right to kiss 
the bride for the Nation,” 

Mrs. DuBose died while Gen. Toombs was in 
France, leaving taur children—Robert Toombs 
DuBose, now aged 24; Dudley M. DuBose, now 
aged 22; Camille DuBose, (now Mrs. Henry Col- 
ley.) and Miss Sallie Lou DuBoae, Little Louise 
Colley, now 16 months old. is the first and only 
great-grandchiid of Gen, Toombs, 

“ For 53 years,” resumed Gen. Toombs, * my 
dear wife was my constant friend, companion, 
and adviser. We traveled four continents of the 
world together and visited many isiands of the 
sea. Now sheis waiting for me with the same 
sweet faith she so well illustrated here. 

“I was a mighty hunter before the Lord,” 
said the General, as he sought to overcome rec- 
ollection by some present topic. “J took great 
pleasure in the chase, and kept the finest pack 
of hounds in the country, Dogs are better than 
many men. The most notable dog I ever owned 
was Julius, which is still livine. 

“Julius ! Julius! cailed the General, as he 
went to the door. ‘“*Il wanted to let you see 
him, but he is gone to a funeral which is now in 
progress. Mrs, Toombs's carriage always attends 
the funerais here, just as when she was living, 
and poor Julius, with a fidelity which should put 
men to shame, always attends. 

** One day while driving out with Mrs, Toombs 
I had occasion to get out to give some directions 
about the place. OQnmyreturnI found that 
Julius had jumped into the carriage and was 
nestling at Mrs. Toombs’s feet. Thus he he- 
came a carriage dog. He would stand in front of 
the horses and keep them from leaving, or he 
would jump in and take care of the wrappings. 
He would give warning of danger. Thus Mra, 
Toombs became greatly attached to him. When 
Mrs. Toombs lay upon her deathbed and we 
were standing around for the last moment 
Julius placed his head reverently by the bedside 
of his mistress and gave such intelligent signs of 
grief as to be noticed by all.” 

Noticing that Gen. Toombs was growing weary 
from his tang exertion,of which the above is* 
but a meagre condensation, your correspondent 
withdrew from his presence charmed with the 
most noted American of the present generation, 
so little understood, and yet go grand and great.

When his word was 
once doubted by one very high in authority 
Gen. Grant would not deign to utter the simple 
explanation which a moment before was upon 
his lips. Of all the high qualities which ennoble 
man, the most pronounced, though the least 
conspicuous, was this love of truth and scorn of 
lies which characterized the great captain.

Mrs. Bartol is a brunette of perhaps 30, viva- 
cious in spirit, and decidedly handsome, with a 
host of friends and defenders in the best circles. 
She is the mother of three pretty children. Her 
husband js possessed of large wealth, and inter- 
ested with his father in the sugar refinery at 
No. 1,012 Passyunk-avenue, with an office at No, 
189 South Front-street, He was also a member 
of the Committee of One Hundred, and latterly 
has been prominent ip oonnection with the 
scheme to reorganize the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad Company, as the head of the Bartol 
Committee. He is probably 35, of the medium 
height, with a lightsandy mustache. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bartol were married Feb. 1, 1879, as stated 
in thetibel. Mr. Bartol lived then at No. 1,900 
Spruce-street, and his wife at Cheney Station, 
near Media.

State affairs at the Hoffman House yesterday 
morning. Among them was O. HB. Rothacker, 
the leading editorial spirit of Denver. It was 


| conceded all round that ex-Senator Tabor is re- 


tired politically beyond redemption, that the 
condition of the State strikingly emphasizes the 
results of hard times, and that those who were 
so fortunate as to realize upon large profits 
which followed judicious investments are now 


better off by farthan their neighbors who yet 
cling to the hope of larger gains in the future. 
Some of the Colorado people, however, predict 
roseate prosperity in the early future. 

In answer to a question concefning the trouble 
between Senator Teller and ex-senator Hill, 
whom the former defeated, Mr. Rothacker 
stated: 

“The row between Teller and Hill has reached 
national proportions because both men have 
qeicer a certain sort of national reputation. 

ocially Hillis a better man than Teller. Teller 
is an arid, juiceless person, whose main advan- 
tage has been his faculty to stay with his friends. 
He is in no sense a great man, but it is absurd 
to call him dishonest. Ina modified sort of way 
he has always tried to do right.” 

“Is it true that he was elected to the Senate 
the last time by the use of railroad money ?” 

“No, that is stupid. Teller was elected by a 
combination. Hamill, Routt, Chaffee, and 
pretty nearly everybody else fought Hill, 
and he was beaten. He made an ex- 
traordinary fight, but the combination 
was t6o much for him. Teller’s election 
was notatriumph of Teller, but an incident of 
the fight against Hill. It couid not have been 
accomplished without Hamilland Routt. The 
theory that there was a wild demand for Teller 

an utterly mistaken one. There were two or 
three Teller yotes which were hungry for a 
chance to sell to Hill. Tnese votes could not be 
transferred to 4 other anti-Hill man. Oon- 
sequently the combined forces against Hill were 
forced to Teller and elected him, There was no 
money used in Teller’s election. Mr. Hill him- 
self has denied that he made any such charge.

He has a certain 
force of character of 9 kind, and he is related to 
the Grants by marriage, These things haye 
been most potent in keeping his name be- 
fore the public, As far as his connection with 
the Senatorial fight is concerned he was virtual- 
ly out of it. No one who was informed con- 
sidered him a factor. He was told by Hamill 
and Teller directly that he had nothing to do 
with it. Routt, who paid the money which 
destroyed Hill, would not consider him as a part 
of the contest at any time during its progress. 
The truth is that the people o posed to Hill 
regarded Teller as a necessity and Ohaffee as an 
impertinenoe. In Colorado Chaffee’s candidacy 
was regarded as a burlesque.”

* They will not result at all. Teller’s course

ONE DISTINCTIVE MONUMENT. 

From the St, Paul (Minn.) Pioneer Press, Aug. 6, 

Already subseriptions have been started 
in several cities for the erection of Grant monu- 
ments, while it is uncertain what will be needed 
for the one that shall mark his resting place. 
Hardly a beginning worth mentioning has been 
made in the collection of funds for that, and 
the task is apparently turned over to New-York 
City, with an idea that others can best dis- 
tinguish themselves by building rival monu- 
ments of their own, All this looks like a 
serious mistake. There ought to be one dis- 
tinctive Grant monument, to be erected where 
he is buried, to be of such cost and 
proportions as will compare with the na- 
tional feeling ‘expressed at his loss, and 
to be set up by the contributions of the 
whole people. After that has been done, if 
any city wishes to place a Grant monument in 
its park or public square, it will be weli done, 
To thisend the most practical suggestion yet 
made is that of ex-President Hayes, who pro- 
posed that the Grand Army posts throughout 
the country should act as agents of col- 
lection, and that thelr first oare should 
be the accumulation of a fund for a 
national monument. It is, as he pointed 
out, necessary to do this while public feelin 
on the subject is recent and intense. Muc 
as the people loved Gen, Grant and honestly 
as they mourn his loss, there will be no mill- 
ions voluntarily contributed to some scores 
of monument funds. Public feeling and 
publie liberality should be economized. The 
country wants to see a fitting monument 
laced above its dead, erected without halt- 
ng in construction or pitiful appeals for funds. 
Jt does not want a repetition of the Washing- 
ton Monument or Bartnoldi Statue business in 
this case, and it does not want to see interest 
divided and frittered away by dissipation among 
alot of rival monument schemes, which are as 
unworthy in conception as would be their exe- 
cution were they ever to be realized.

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IN WHIPPINGHAM CHURCH. — 
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4 DECIDEDLY UNCONVENTIONAL ACCOUNT: 


OF THE ROYAL WEDDING. 
From the London Truth. 

At last the roll of many wheels was 
heard; then there was an immense bustle about 
the entrance, and. after a deal of fuss and fum- 
ing on the part of the officials, (Sir Spencer Pon- 
sonby-Fane rushing about with tho restless ac- 
tivity of a fly in a drum,) Lord Lathon and Lord 
Mount-Edgcumbe appeared in the Household 
uniforms, bearing their white wands, and 
conducted the firat procession of royal 
personages up the church to _ their 

laces in the chancel, ‘he Count and Countess 
febach came first, and were followed by several 
pairs of Hessian royalties in their order of pre- 
cedence, and then came the English lot. 
Germans have to go through auch a prodigious 
amount of daily ceremony at their ridiaulous 

Courts that they gradually become possessed of 
that ‘ happy vacuity” which ensbled Sir 
Francis Clavering “to face a dinner eath, a 
church, or a marriage with the same .uvifferent 
ease.”” The Duke of Edinburgh, who wore a 
naval uniform, looked even more sour and 
supercilious than usual; and the sullen expres- 
sion which has become habitual to the Duchess 
appeared to be accentuated for the occasion, 
although she ought to have been delighted to 
see the son of her mother’s tavorite brother 
achieving such a marriage. Prince Christian 
appeared far older than either the Queen or 
the Duke of Cambridge, and the Princess 
who is a somewhat smaller edition o 
the Duchess of ‘Teok, entirely lacks her 
cousin’s right royal air an resence, 
which makes her one of the most stately figures 
that could be conceived. Princess Louise looked 
well, but she has a very flighty manner. Lord 
Lorne has something of his sire's bantam-like 
air. He was in tartans, but certainly looked 
very common. The Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught appeared as kindiy and pleasantas usual, 
but they have not benefited in appearance by 
their stay in India, and the Duke is by 
far the oldest looking of the Queen's sons. 
With them walked their little gir), 
a charming child, who was very nicely 
dressed. Prince Albert Victor wore the uniform 
of the Yenth Hussars, but he is so meek and 
timid-looking a young man that when in mili- 
tary garb he always reminds one of a lamb in the 
skin of a wolf. Prince Goonge of Wales, in 
naval uniform, seemed thoroughly well pleased 
with himself. He is a very ordinary-looking 
lad, but apparently has more “go"’ about him 
than his brotner. The Princess of Wales, who 
entered last, was (as at all recent royal wed- 
dings) decidedly the most beautiful and 
ay aan of the party, and she was well suited 

y her white dress, with its trimmings of natural 
roses. She carried asplendid bouquet. Princess 
Louise of Battenberg,who wore a very becoming 
dress of pale blue trimmed with silver, also 
looked exceedingly well, and she and her hus- 
band were decidedly the handsomest pair of the 
day. While the procession entered and dur- 
ing the bustle which followed as the mem- 
bers of it were seating themselves Mr, 
Parratt played a march of Handel's, which 
sounded effective; butin this and in the other 
pieces of a similar character the organist must 
have sighed for his own splendid instrument at 
Windsor, asthe Whippingham organ was far 
from being equal to the demand upon it, al- 
though the Queen had lately caused it to be 
overhauled and strengthened. Hardly had the 
royalties arranged themselves when it became 
necessary for the household officers to hurry 
back to the entrance to reaeive the bridegroom, 
who walked quickly up to the altar, with 
the Prince of Bulgaria on one side and Prince 
Francis of Battenberg on the other, They were 
a comely trio in appearance. Prinoe Henry has 
been described as “one of the handsomest men 
in Europe,” but, so far aslooks are concerned, 
he is distinctly behind his elder brother, Prince 
Louis. He is, however, very stalwart and sol- 
dierlike, though he looks as if he had a temper. 
He is ajl over a Prussian officer, but happily oes 
not require to wear the pince-nez with which 
three German officers out of five are disfigured. 
The Prince had done his best for himself b 
wearing a very becoming white uniform, wit 
high jack boots. On reaching the altar Prinoe 
Henry bowed very qrecstully to the clergy, who 
were within the rails, the Archbishop being in 
the centre. The Bishop of Winchester and the 
Dean of Windsor wore the ribbon and insignia 
of the Garter round their necks. Etiquette 
prescribes that on arriving at the altar a 
rcyal bridegroom shall kneel for some min- 
utes in prayer, but the matter had not been made 
clear to Prince Henry, who stood like a statue. 
looking at the communion table and its old 
plate, with his back to the congregation. There 
was really nothing more admirable throughout 
fhe proceedings than the self-possession of the 

ridegroom during this period, for he was kept 
waiting a cruel time. It was no'slight ordeal to 
have tostand for some 20 minutes against the altar 
rails, with the olerey gazing on one side and every 
eye in the chapel on the other. I conceived a 
high opinion of Prince Henry's force of char- 
acter from his demeanor under such trying cir- 
cumstances; but Prussian officerg are so well 
drilled that they are generally equal to anything 
of thesort. The 10 bridesmaids, in the mean- 
time, were weieag jn the vestry, and the Prince 
of Wales passed his time between talking to 
them and going out every two minutes to the 
gate, where quite a littlé crowd of household 
people awaited the Queen. This is the first wed- 
ding at which her Majesty has entered wit 
the bride, for hitherto she has always come 
in alone, in a separate rocession, and 
I remember that the Princess Louise was sup- 
parte by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 

axe-Coburg-Gotha. Princess Beatrice kept 
her head well oP. unlike any other royal bride I 
have seen, for they have all buried their faces 
in their bouquets. She looked very flushed gnd 
ratner nervous. Her dress has been described in 
every paper,so I need only remark that her 
veil of oniton lace was worn to fall over the 
back of ‘the head, The Princess wore some 
splendid jewels and the insignia of five orders, 
while she carried an immense bouquet of white 
flowers. 

The Prince of Wales (in a Field Marshal’s uni- 
form) seemed ill at ease and out of sorts, and so 
also did the Queen, who looked exceedingly gross 
and who was dressed, as she always is at State 
functions, in black satin witha white tulle cap 
and veil. er Majesty had magnificent dia- 
monds, including the Koh-i-noor, and a small 
tiara on her head. She wore the Star and Bib- 
bon of the Garter and the insignia of five 
other orders, including the Golden Lion 
of Hesse, which was also worn b 
the bride. The 10 bridesmaids followed, 
all in ivory satin, trimmed deeply with lace, and 
carrying large bouquets like the bride. They 
looked very pleasing and simple, but there was 
a decided absenog of beauty among the group— 
which, as many people afterward remarked, 
would have been vastly improved by the addi- 
tionof the Princess Victoria of eck. The 
bride’s long train got somewhat tangled 
as she approached the _ altar, and on 
reaching the rails the Queen herself ar- 
ranged it. ‘he procession was headed 
by the great officers of the household, who suc- 
ceeded very well in the difficult task of walking 
backward up the aisie, bowing at every step. 
Prince Henry turned round as the bride ap- 
proached, and made a profound bow. Eivery- 
thing being at last settled the service was at orce 
commenced by the Archbishop, who took the 
whole of it himself. The Princess made her re- 
sponses very clearly and decidedly, with just 
a suspicion of defiance in her ne; and 
the Prince, who had been {carefully drilied, 
had learned his lessan go well that he only made 
one slip, which was attributable to the Aroh- 
bishop, who made a very unnecessary pause in 
the middle of one of the sentences, and thereby 
jaid atrap into which Prince Henry fell; but Dr. 
Benson was apparently more confused by the 
error then was the bridegroom. His German ac- 
cent was very apparent; but he certainly was 
not nervous. The Queen herself gave 
away the bride with a formal bow to 
the Archbishop, who introduced a_ novelty 
at the end of the service (to the horror of the con- 
gregation, who by this time were tired to death 
and longing for luncheon,) in the shape of an 
address by himself, which he read from a 
paper and which did not contain guyshing 
either novel or impressive. he Queen, 
heard, hud consented to this innovation on 
condition that the homily should not 
exceed two or three sentences, and it only occu- 
pied a few minutes; but her Majesty com- 
menced to tan with her foot ina very ominous 
way,and the Princeof Wales was evidentil 
fidgety and eager for the ceremony to end, 
while the bridegroom, who did not seem to un- 
derstand what Dr, Benson was aiming at, ligt- 
ened with a quaint seriousness, as though he 
Were meditating on the ourious customs of his 
new country,

THE REFORM OF ABUSES. 


One of the strongest arguments in favor 
of a change in the political control of the 
National Administration, not only-in the 
last Presidential canvass, but in two or 
three that preceded it, was the necessity 
for a thorough overhauling of the affairs 
of the various departments and the ex- 
posure and correction of such abuses as 
might be found to exist. In twenty- 
four years of uninterrupted control by 
one party, and especially in view 
of the circumstances which during that 
period had presented unusual opportuni- 
ties and strong temptations to administra- 
tive abuses, it was inevitable that they 
should have grown up and become strong- 
ly intrenched. For years they were 
known to exist, but the party in power 
was too closely identified with them 
to make their correction easy, even if 
it was possible. The exposure of the 
Indian agency frauds under Secretary 
BELKNAP, and the prosecution of the 
whisky ring by Bristow, furnished an 
illustration at once of the abuses that ex- 
isted, and of the difficulty of dealing with 
them so long as the party responsible for 
their existence was in power. A more 
promising effort at reform was made 
when Postmaster-General JAMES attacked 
the star route contractors who had long 
been plundering the Government, but the 
result of this effort showed how difficult 
a task it was for a political party to deal 
effectively with the wrongs that had grown 
up under its protection. 

It was evident that a complete expos- 
ure and athorough correction of abuses 
could be expected only when the books 
should be opened to the opposing party 
and the Administration should pass into 
the hands of those who had no interest in 
concealing anything, but every incen- 
tive for making a complete exposure. It 
was necessary that the work of reform 
should be undertaken by those who 
would be strengthened, and not weak- 
ened, by the exposures that it was 
needful to make and who could gain and 
not lose prestige by making thorough 
work of it. The force of this argument 
was acknowledged, but it failed of its pur- 
pose so long as the people could be con- 
vinced that there was danger from other 
causes in a transfer of power to the Demo- 
cratic Party. At last that party took such 
ground and named such a candidate that 
in the changed condition of public affairs 
the people decided to take the risk. 

The result thus far has fully justified 
the popular judgment. There has been 
so much contention over offices and ap- 
pointments that the work of reforming 
abuses has attracted much less attention 
than it would otherwise have done. But 
the work has been begun, and if we take 
the trouble to look over the record we 
will find that very substantial progress 
has been made. The Secretary of the 
Navy has taken up his share with special 

vigor. He has not allowed any question 
of appointments to office to hinder or de- 
lay him. He has treated that as a mere 
incident of his work and has dealt with it 
on the same business-like principles that 
have characterized the rest of his efforts. 
He has taken up the contracts for the

a strict regard for the interests of the Gov- 


ernment. He has taken the navy yards 
out of politics, and is still engaged in 
ferreting out the corruptions and irregu- 
larities so long concealed in their recesses. 
He has shown up the gigantic frauds per- 
petrated in the repairs of vessels, and bids 


fair to put an end to the rottenness that 


has infected alike the vessels of the navy 
and the administration of the department. 

The way the Administration has taken 
hold of the Indian troubles and the abuses 
of the Land Office is another indication 
of its purposes and its probable achieve- 
ments. The ultimate causes of the trouble 
with the Indians have been inquired into 
and a determination has been shown to 
remove them. Dishonest agents are dis- 
placed and intruders upon the Indian 
lands are firmly taken in hand and sent 
out of the reservations. Those who have 
fenced in vast areas of public land to graze 
herds of cattle upon without a shadow of 
legal right are notified to remove their 
fences and find pastures without stealing 
them. A beginning has been made to- 
ward rectifying the enormous abuse of 
their rights by land grant railroads, which 
have kept settlers from large sections of 
the public domain to which the corpora- 
tions had acquired no legitimate title. 
This work of reclaiming the public lands 
from interlopers and thieves has barely 
begun, but the spirit exhibited in this 
beginning gives promise of great results 
before it is finished. 

The Treasury Department has uncov- 
ered the rottenness of the Coast Survey 
Bureau and begun the process of cure. It 
has been engaged for some time in exam- 
ining into the irregularities of the cus- 
toms service, and promises to bring order 
out of chaos in the business of appraising 
merchandise. The Secretary of War has 
found an opportunity for the correction 
of old abuses in sending back to their 
regiments officers who have been permit- 
ted year after year to occupy attractive 
positions at Washington on account of the 
social and political influences exerted in 
their behalf and giving others a chance 
for an agreeable change. The President 
has been working in the same line in his 
refusal to recognize similar influences in 
favor of appointing civilians to army 
offices. Thus we see that the long-desired 
reform has been taken up in a manner 
that gives promise of the correction of 
old abuses and the purification of the ad- 
ministration of public affairs. Endugh 
has been accomplished in five months to 
give earnest of what may be expected be- 


fore President CLEVELAND'S first term has 
ended. 








THE *“ ERWIN GANG.” 

A St. Lawrence County Republican 
sends us the following letter: 

* 1 have read in your issue of Wednesday, July 
22, the editorial,‘ A Question for the People.’ 
You say ‘There will be nothing involved in the 
canvass this year more important than a reform 
of the character of the Legislature,’ and that 
‘the politicians of the Legislature who have 
come to be known as the “Erwin Gang” are 
already at their games.’ The press of this 
county, which furnishes the chief informa- 
tion as to current public affairs, has given 
us no details which will enable us 
to form an intelligent judgment as to 
the legislative character of those who 
represent us or of those who represent other 
portions of the State. You certainly would not 
speak of the ‘Erwin Gang’ without the posses- 
sion of some knowledge of legislative transac- 
tions of which the masses of our people are 
entirely ignorant. We want honest men to rep- 
reserit this county, and it is the general belief 
that we are so represented. If you will please 
state more definitely whom you mean by the 
‘Erwin Gang,’ and give thenames of those who 
constitute it, we will be giad to give your state- 
ments fair and careful consideration, and do our 
part to secure the reform you mention.” 

The history of the “‘ Erwin Gang” can 
never be fully told. The inner confer- 
ences and plottings of the gang were nec- 
essarily secret, and can be judged of by 
the public only from their visible re- 
sults inthe Assembly Chamber. Nor can 
a complete and accurate list of the 
gang’s members be made out. Some 
members of the Legislature were 
openly, notoriously, and prominently 
identified with its evil work. Others 
were only occasionally or indirectly asso- 
ciated with it, and to publish them to the 
world as members of the gang in regular 
standing might do them grave injustice. 
Innocent dogs have sometimes been put 
to death on the purely circumstantial evi- 
dence of wool in their teeth. Still other 
members of the Speaker’s gang, though 
their participation in its intrigues is un- 
questioned, have retired to an ignomini- 
ous obscurity, and will never be heard of 
again. We need not concern ourselves 
with this class. 

Our St. Lawrence County correspondent 
is specially desirous of finding out the re- 
lations to the gang of the Assemblymen 
from his county. There are three of 
them. Speaker ERWIN represented the 
Third District of St. Lawrence in the last 
Assembly. He is the head and master of 
the gang which bears his name. He 
made up his committees with refer- 
ence to the purposes and policy of 
the gang, and he is personally and offi- 
cially chargeable with much of the bad 
legislation, achieved and attempted, which 
has made the name of the Legislature of 
1885 odious. If our St. Lawrence County 
Republican friends want to send a clean 
and honest delegation to the Assembly 
this Fall they must replace GrorGE Z, 
ERWIN with a better man. 

The First St. Lawrence District was 
represented by Gen. CuRTIs.

FRONTIER AND BALLROOM. 


The change in the army regulations re- 
cently made by Secretary Enpicort, and 
the general order issued for the purpose of 
enforcing the amended regulations, will 
give great satisfaction to officers who have 
been on the frontier for many years. 
Other officers whose lines have fallen in 
pleasant places, and who now must be- 
come acquainted with their regiments, 
wear long faces. Disinterested observ- 
ers, and especially those who know 
how the army has been represented 
in Washington, readily admit that an 
order of this kind ought to have been 
issued and enforced long ago. In fact, 
other Secretaries have desired to do what 
Secretary ENDICOTT proposes to do now, 
but they have been unable to withstand 
the social, political, and professional in- 
fluence exerted in Washington by officers 
stationed there. 

Under the new regulations no officer 
can fill any staff appointment or other 
position whose duties take him from his 
‘company, regiment, or corps until he has 
served at least three years with his regi- 
ment or corps, and no officer can remain 
detached longer than four years, ‘‘ unless 
assigned te special duty by the War De- 
partment.” And all officers below the 
grade of field officers who have been ab- 
sent four years or longer from their regi- 
ment or corps are directed to report as 
soon as practicable for duty with their 
regiments. 

The truth is that many officers have 
been able to avoid duty on the frontier, 
while others have been forced to serve for 
many years in the far West without any 
hope of sharing the good things that their 
more fortunate companions have secured. 
Officers without ‘‘ influence” havesgrown 
gray in arduous service in frontier 
camps, while officers having “ influ- 
ence” have lived easy and comfortable 
lives at the capital. Some of these 
favored persons have not seen their 
regiments for almost twenty years. The 
army circle is powerful in Washington. 
It has perpetuated the enjoyment of these 
privileges by carefully watching legisla- 
tion, and by exerting social and political 
influence upon Senators and Representa- 
tives and executive officers. Many of the 
detached representatives of the army and 
the navy who have enjoyed life in 
Washington and other Eastern cities for 
years are prominent figures in society and 
are connected by ties of blood or marriage 
with influential persons in and out of pub- 
lic life. Once admitted to the circle it 
has not been difficult for men of intelli- 
gence and tact toremain there. It is no- 
torious that there has not been a fair dis- 
tribution of the enjoyable places, and that 
rotation with respect to them has been 
almost unknown. 

There should be no favoritism in the 
army, and in enforcing the new regula- 
tions Secretary ENDIcoTT will have the 
support of a great majority of army offi- 
cers. But he has a hard task before him. 
The exception allowed in the words which 
we have quoted from the amended regula- 
tions is one that may be required for the 
best interests of the service, but it opens 
the door for those who will appeal in 
many ways in behalf of their friends. 
He will have to contend with powerful in- 
fluence exerted through legislators and 
whose manifestations he cannot now fore- 
see.. Undoubtedly he has counted the 
cost so far as he could estimate it, and in- 
tends to go ahead in the line which he 
has marked out. It may safely be as- 
sumed that the President has had some- 
thing to do with the order, and it is prob- 
able, judging from the record thus far 
made by the new Administration, that it 
will be enforced without much regard for 
the influences that have heretofore pre- 
vented a reform that was sorely needed. 








A NEW KIND OF “ DIFFICULTY.” 


The Southern “ difficulty” has several 
advantages over a formal duel, and cor- 
responding disadvantages. Being inform- 
al and unceremonious it is the better 
adapted to the genius of our institutions, 
and it is seldom that either of the princi- 
pals is hit They bang about sometimes 
for half an hour, and amuse all the disen- 
gaged elements of the community with- 
out doing each other any injury. In a 
regular duel, on the other hand, it 
is customary in the South to continue 
firing until somebody is hurt. Death is, 
accordingly, a frequent consequence of 
duels, while it is not known that any life 
insurance company in the South has raised 
the premium of any policy holder on the 
ground that he is especially liable to diffi- 
culties. In fact such an interference with 
the inalienable rights of men would be so 
sternly resented in any Southern com- 
munity that it would be suicidal for a 
company to attempt it, even if there were 
any evidence that indulgence in difficulties 
is unfavorable to longevity. 

On the other hand, the disadvantages 
of difficulties as compared with duels are 
that the bystanders are in extreme danger 
of being hit, and that citizens engaged in 
peaceful industries are forced to put up 
their shutters or scuttle down alleys to 
avoid stray bullets.

may be called a combination duel-and- 
difficulty that seems to obviate the ob- 
jections to either taken singly. He 
has had occasion to describe the Sheriff 
of his county as a lying slanderer, a 
perjured villain, a consummate hypocrite, 
and a brazen scoundrel. ‘‘It is barely 
possible,” he adds, ‘‘that Back may feel 
somewhat insulted; if such is the case, he 
knows what steps to take to secure an in- 
terview, man to man, for the purpose of 
wiping out the insult. I deem it neces- 
sary to make this statement, as Iam op- 
posed to street difficulties for fear that in- 
nocent persons might get hurt, and for 
other good reasons, and because the laws 
permit a Sheriff to carry concealed weap- 
ons, a privilege that I do not have.” 
It does seem rather hard that a 
Sheriff, in his capacity of insulted 
individual, should have the privilege of 
blazing away at his private enemies with 
weapons allowed him to enforce law and 
order and then taking his enemies into 
custody, after their ammunition is all ex- 
hausted, upon a charge of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, Nor can we too highly 
praise the consideration of our esteemed 
contemporary for those whom the law de- 
scribes as innocent third parties, He does 
not apparently propose to deprive the com- 
munity entirely of the pleasure of witness- 
ing a difficulty, as would be the result of 
his inviting the Sheriff to a duel. He 
merely stipulates that the Sheriff shall go 
to his office and confront him at his own 
desk, where he can cover with pistols not 
concealed, but displayed, all the space 
that is not required for the paste pot. 
Those persons who choose to risk their lives 
will doubtless be accommodated with eli- 
gible seats in the composing room, while 
those who do not will be at liberty to re- 
main out of range. 

This form of encounter seems to com- 
bine all the advantages of the confidential 
duel and the popular difficulty. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Sheriff will 
embrace the opportunity offered to him. 
If he does not he must prepare to endure 
the strongest kind of language when he 
comes to be ‘‘ posted,” posting being the 
next step to such a defiance as the editor 
of the Vicksburg Commercial Herald has 
now issued. Will the Sheriff tamely sub- 
mit to being posted? The consequences 
of being posted are the more awful 
for being very vague. Threatening 
to post a man is such a nebulous 
and terrifying menace as in the British 
House of Commons the admonition of the 
Speaker that if the House does not come 
to order he will ‘‘name names.” Once 
when this horrible threat was uttered a 
bold, bad man rose in his place and in- 
quired what would be the result if the 
Speaker should name names. Startled 
out of his official propriety, that function- 
ary could stammer out only ‘‘I’m blest if 
I know.” We are blest if we know what 
would be the consequences to the Sheriff 
of Warren County, Miss., if the editor of 
the Commercial Herald should post him. 








SUBWAYS FOR WIRES. 


To-morrow is the last day given to the 
telegraph, telephone, and electric light 
companies, under the Daly law, to present 
plans for burying their wires to the Elec- 
trical Subway Commission. A meeting 
of the commission will be held at noon, 
and such plans as have been received by 
Secretary Moss will be presented, and the 
consideration of their respective merits 
and value will be begun. 

The fact that the time under the law 
expires to-morrow, however, will not in 
any sense bar the companies from pre- 
senting their own plans after that date. 
They will then take their places with in- 
ventors and other individuals who desire 
to submit electrical subway systems, and 
their schemes will receive just as thor- 
ough discussion as though they had been 
submitted within the time designated by 
the statute. By delay the companies will 
simply lose the right of preference ac- 
corded to them by the law, and will be 
placed on the same footing as outsiders, 


Whatever plan may be finally approved 


must be one which will combine the in- 
terests of all the companies, so far as that 
may be possible, by a system which will 
accommodate all, and for the expense of 
which each must contribute its pro rata 
of the cost. To allow each company or 
individual controlling wires to construct 
aseparate conduit, for which it would 
be necessary to dig up the streets of 
the city, would result in greater incon- 
venience than the suspended wires now 
cause, The members of the commission 
have given evidence thus far of a 
purpose to execute the law faithfully 
and see that the wires are buried. They 
have a very difficult work on hand, which 
will require a great deal of time and pa- 
tience to accomplish; but if they adopt a 
plan by which the unsightly poles and 
wires can be banished from the streets of 
this city they will merit the gratitude of 
the companies owning the wires, as well 
as of the citizens who now complain of 
the nuisance,

leagues, Franz Joszer and the Czar, 
will confer as usual, but the game can 
hardly be as exciting as it formerly 
was when all three Emperors were in 
a condition to take part. The ancient 
adage about two being company could 
never have applied to poker. With 
a party of two there is no person exer- 
cising judicial functions between the 
dealer and the player whose office it is to 
propouhd wagers, nor is there anybody to 
appeal to in case of disputes between the 
two players. The opportunities for that 
rapid psychological analysis that is the 
glory of poker are so limited when the 
party is reduced to two that they can 
scarcely be said to exist. 

A touching story of a duel at poker on 
a Mississippi steamboat has lately been 


unfair dealing of one of the ‘players, 
notified the other that the cheat was 
dealing from the bottom, to which the 
cheated player with magnanimous calm 
made answer, “‘ Well, it’s his deal, ain’t 
it?’ But this calmness implies a readiness 
to resort to bowie knives and is inadmissi- 
ble for Emperors, since, although force is 
the ultimate argument of Kings, it is em- 
ployed vicariously, and not upon each 
other’s persons. 

It is probable that after an ineffectual at- 
tempt at poker the deserted monarchs will 
take refuge in the gloomy pastime of piquet, 
relying for excitement upon the labors of 
the Nihilists. These thoughtful persons 
have apparently done their best to enliven 
the tedium of the imperial conference 
with a vivid apprehension of dynamite. 
The Moravian police are endeavoring 
to prevent this relief by establishing a 
strict scrutiny of everybody who lives 
in or goes to Kremsir, the town 
in which the imperial revels are to take 
place, and by preventing the admission to 
it of any person whomsoever while the 
revels are in progress. The town, how- 
ever, has already been decorated to ex- 
press the universal affection with which 
the Emperors are regarded by their re- 
spective subjects, and this decoration, 
together with the precautions taken to 
prevent the loving subjects from blowing 
their Majesties up, is said to have already 
cost $400,000, which is a considerable 
amount to expend in a town of 10,000 
people in order that two people may enjoy 
a quiet game of draw. 

It is possible, of course, that the Em- 
perors will not play cards, but if they do 
not they will probably be much less 
harmlessly employed than they would be 
in playing for as high stakes as the Kings 
of two insolvent countries can afford. 
They would be doing much worse, for 
example, if they fell to talking politics, 








The report received at Lake St. John 
from Mr. Lowe, who is now in charge of 
the Lake Mistassini expedition, may not 
finally answer the question whether or 
not there is a great lake lying between 
Hudson’s Bay and the northern boundary 
of the Province of Quebec. The expedition 
was originally led by Mr. JoHN BIGNELL. 
His son, who attempted to carry provisions 
to the exploring party, brought back to 
the Dominion the first news about the ex- 
tent of the lake. In a paper read last 
Winter before the Quebec Geographical 
Society he declared that he had ascended 
the great lake for 120 miles without 
reaching the main body of water. 
His father was recalled some _ time 
ago and he corroborated his son’s 
statements, Both described little 
Lake Mistassini as a body of water 120 
miles long, lying some distance from the 
great lake, and connected with it by a 
small stream. There seems to have been 
@ quarrel between BIGNELL and Lowe, 
who was BIGNELL’s assistant. LOowE now 
reports, it is said, that the great 
lake is only 120 miles long and 
20 miles wide. The BIGNELLS will 
probably say that Lows surveyed 
only the small lake, which is already 
marked upon the maps, and did not go to 
the big lake beyond. However that may 
be, his report is discredited in Montreal. 
Tradition calls for a great lake in the re- 
gion which the explorers intended to 
visit. The BIGNELLS say it is there. The 
full report of Lowk may show that they 
gained temporary notoriety by manufact- 
uring a lake that dges not exist. 








The praise bestowed by the Mayor upon 
the Departments of Police, Parks, Public 
Works, and Street-cleaning for their sev- 
eral contributions to the success of the 
funeral parade of Saturday has been well 
earned. The work of all of them was 
done admirably. Superintendent Murray 
in particular deserves credit for his sum- 
mary treatment of suspected thieves. His 
action may not have been strictly legal, 
but nobody is disposed to question it ex- 
cept the persons arrested, and it does not 
appear that he made any mistakes. The 
result of his action was that, with scores 
of thousands of country people in town, 
there were scarcely any complaints of rob- 
bery from the person, and the record of 
crime was little greater than that of an 
ordinary day.

‘A RACE FOR A JUDGESHIP. 


AN INTERESTING CONTEST IN THE 
FOURTH DISTRICT. 
{THE INCUMBENT OF THE OFFICE ESTAB- 
" LISHES A LITERARY BUREAU—THE 
ANTI-MONOPOLISTS CONVENTION. 
ALBANY, Aug. 11.—An interesting contest 
over the Supreme Court Judgeship is in 
progress in the Fourth Judicial District. 
The term of Judge Joseph Potter, of 
Whitehall, expires this year, and he is a 
eandidate for renomination, with M. D. 
Grover, of Port Henry, pushing him very 
sharply in the canvass. Mr. Grover is 
recognized as one of the ablest lawyers in 
the northern tier. When the extra Judge- 
ship in the Fourth District was filled last 
year he just missed the nomination, and 
his friends are the more interested in urg- 
ing him for the nominatien to be 
made this Fall. The district is composed 
of the counties of Warren, Saratoga, St. 
Lawrence, Washington, Essex, Franklin, 
Clinton, Montgomery, Hamilton, Fulton, 
and Schenectady. The claim of locality 
has some weight in Mr. Grover’s case, for 
the district is a large one, and the lawyers 
of Franklin, Clinton, and Essex are no 
nearer a Judge than Judge Tappan, of St. 
Lawrence, on the west. and Judge Potter, 
of Washington, on the south. The nomi- 
nation of Mr. Grover (and the nomination 
is equivalent to an election in this strong 
Republican district) would bring the 
Judgeship to Essex, which is about mid- 
way between Sit. Lawrence and Saratoga, 
where Judge Augustus Bocker sits. 
Another point which is made in favor of 
the Essex lawyer is the advanced age of 
Judge Potter, who is now in his sixty-fifth 
year, and who, if he was re-elected, would 
be compelled to resign at theage of 70, 
the limit fixed by the Constitution for 
holding judicial offices. As a Judge retir- 
ing under such conditions receives his pen- 
sion for the balance of the term for which 
he was elected, it isfelt by many persons 
in his district that this extra expense 
ought not te be incurred, but should 
be avoided by the nomination and election 
of a younger man who could complete the 
fuil term of 14 years. The salary of a 
Judge is $7,000, which, with the other judi- 
cial expenses, forms no inconsiderable part 
of the heavy burden borne by a district’s 
taxpayers. From an economical stand- 
point the argument is rather against 
the Judge’s renomination. ‘lhe Judge, 
however, has shed the judicial ermine 
for the present and is im _ vigorous 
pursuit of the rurai delegates to the Ju- 
dicial Convention soon to be heid. He 
takes the practical view of the pelitician, 
that an office that is worth having is worth 
working for, a view, by the way, which 
candidates for renomination to high judi- 
cial positions do not always entertain. A 
headquarters has been opened in his vil- 
lage and a literary bureau established, 
from which is issued iithographed let- 
ters containing the Judge’s appeal to the 
voters of the district. His son, Joel San- 
ford Potter, who bas acquired many prac- 
ticalideas in his somewhat extensive in- 
tercourse with New-York lawyers, is at 
the head of the bureau. Both father and 
son are well known in the city of New- 
York, where for several years they have 
discharged a multiplicity of legal du- 
tie’. The standing of the former had 
its influence upon the_ fortunes of 
the latter, and rich Referee cases 
and ieceiverships fell to his _ lot. 
The criticism is made by lawyers that the 
Judge has devoted much time to hold- 
ing court in New-York, notwithstanding 
his own district needed the services for 
which it was paying him his salary. There 
is nothing criminal in a country Judge 
holding court in Gotham as often as he 
can geta city Judge to make requsition 
upon him tor his services, unless, of 
course, the cases he is summoned 
to hear are notorious and demand 
such attentions as would be given by a 
Westbrook. ‘the practice, however, of 
abandoning one’s post in his own district, 
and of drawing, as it were, double com- 
pensation for public services, is gradually 
diminishing. It has proved very  wnared 
ble in the past to the country Judges. 
Judge Potter, for instance, in the five 

ears between Dec. 13, 1878, and Feb. 29, 

584, drew 387,090 for *“‘services in holding 
Supreme Court and examining cases” in 
New-York City, certificates of which 
service were furnished by Judge Don- 
ehue. During the same peried the 
Judge’s son was discharging the very sim- 
ple and easy duties of a Receiver of excise 
moneys which were left by a defaulting 
city officer, and was charging the city an 
extravagant price. [Two payments, aggre- 
gating 37,479, one of which was of $3,500 
tor four months’ work, attracted some 
little attentioa at the time. The son was 
appointed Receiver by Judge Donohue, 
and the appointment was due solely to 
the father’s position on the bench. The 
lawyers of the Fourth District are watch- 
ing the race between the Judge and his 
son and the Essex lawyer with a great 
deal of interest. 

The call of the Anti-Monopoly League 
for a State Convention was issued to-day. 
Its authors desire 1t to be distinctly under- 
stood that they have no connection what- 
ever with the other shop across the way, 
meaning the other convention to be held 
in Saratoga to-morrow, at which will 
gather Anti-Monopolists, Greenbackers, 
and members of the People’s Party. They 
claim to be the Simon Pure article in the 
Anti-Monopolist line. Their call says: 

“ The Anti-Monopoly League of the State of 
New-York will assemble in convention in the 
city, ot Albany Sept. 8, 1885, at 10 A. M. 

“The Anti-Monopoly League holds to the 
belief of Daniel Webster, * that tne freest Gov- 
ernment cannot jong endure when'the tendency 
pf the law is to create a rapid accumulation of 

roperty in the hands of a few, and to render 
ins masses of the people peer and dependent.’ 

tis self-evident that such has been the tendency 
of the past 20 years—that the rich are growing 
yicher and the a poorer, and that the per- 

etuity of republican institutions depends upon 

he preservation of that state ot society upon 
which those institutions were tounded, a society

“In pursuance of this object the Anti-Monopoly 
League has been instrumental in placing on the 

tatute books of this State laws establishing a 
Railroad Commission, a Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, and the constitutional amendments making 
the canals free, and abolisbing the system of 
contract jabor in the prisons of the State, to- 
gether with other remedial legislation. 

“ To make these laws effective it is necessary 
that we should secure the election of a Governor 
who wil! appoint Commissioners who are in sym- 
pathy with the principies underlying them, and 
an Senate which will confirm such appoiutments.

FAILURE OF AN OLD BANKER. 


VINCENT J. SCOTT, OF DETROIT, MAKES AN 
ASSIGNMENT. 

Detrort, Aug. 11.—The city was greatly 
surprised this morning to learn of the assign- 
ment of the oldest private banker in the city, 
Vincent J. Scott. The fact was first proclaimed 
when the doors of his bank failed to open at the 
usual hour. The Assignees were already in pos- 
session, and with a force of clerks were busy 
overhauling the books. In advance of state- 
ments to be based on this examination all in- 
formation as to the condition of the bank’s 
affairs is refused. One of the oldest business 
men in the city, who has known Mr. Scott for 
many years, states tbat the failure was 
not a surprise to those who were ac- 


quainted with the banker’s business meth- 
ods. Years ago, this ntleman says, a 

ood business was done by the bank, but 
pn recent years Mr. Scott had grown physically 
and mentally feenle. With Scotch persistence, 
however, he had remained at his counter and 
continued in entire charge of the bank’s affairs. 
Younger and more active bankers had gradually 
drawn the old man’s depositors away until at the 
time of the failure the deposits must have been 
very smal!, and embraced almost no active com- 
mercial accounts. There is a general impression 
that Mr. Scott has enough property to pay all his 
creditors in full. It is learned from another 
source that Mr. Scott has been paying 6 and 7 per 
cent. interest on deposits, while other banks 
have been paying 4 per cent. This, together 
with the pase falling off in business, on ac- 
count of his physical unfitness to attend to it, 
probably accounts for the failure. 

The old banker has lone been a familiar figure 
in Detroit. Of late years he has been bent and 
stiffened by rheumatism, and shuffles awkward- 
ly along with the aid of acans. He is about 75 
years old, large and stout. His hair and whisk- 
ers are only slightly gray. Mr. Scott is a native 
ot Scotland, coming to this country about 1840. 
Until 1856 he was a clerk in the private bank of 
his brother-in-law, J. V. Lyell, whose disastrous 
failure created consternation throughout all 
this region and produced widespread distress. In 
the year named Mr. Scott went into busi- 
ness for himself, in which he has continued 
to the present time. He was supposed to possess 
all that Scotch thrift, prudence, and closeness 
which so uniformly leads to solid business pros- 
perity and success, while his integrity has never 
been questioned. He has always lived very 
much by himseif, never taking any active part 
in social or political affairs. His friends have 
been mostly among the old Scotch residents of 
the city, all of whom express the sincerest sym- 
pathy with the old man, whose financial ruin 
has followed his physical breakdown. Mr. Scott’s 
depositors are few in number, and almost all 
people of means. There are, so far as can be 
ascertained, no poor creditors. whose entire 
savings are in danger of being lost. His friends 
are confident that he has enough property to 
meet all obligations.

PHALLAS AND HARRY WILKES. 


BOTH HORSES IN FINE CONDITION FOR 
THURSDAY’S CONTEST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—Harry Wilkes 
and Phallas held a formal reception at Belmont 
Park this afternoon, their guests being repre- 
sentatives of the press and sporting men who 
are interested in the great race which takes 
place on Thursday for a purse of $4,000 and the 
title “* King of the American Turf.” Opinion is 
about equally divided as to which horse will win, 
with the odds rather in favor of Phallas, whose 
driver, Edwin B. Bither, is confident of suc- 
cess. “Phallas ain’t pretty to look at,” he 
said, patting the brown stallion’s neck, ** but 
he’s going to wih this race. I’ve got a new 
sulky with patent rollers in the hub. The 
maker assures me that it will increase a horse’s 
speed several seconds in a mile race, and since 
T’ve tried it I believe him. It only weighs 46 
pounds and slips over the track as though it was 
greased. I’m going to drive Phallas for 
all he’s worth, and if it is possible 
to win Till do it.” Phallas is quar- 
tered in the big, room stall that was 
specially fitted up for Maud 8. A groom sleeps 
with him and he has half a dozen attendants, in- 
cluding a veterinary surgeon. His stall is fur- 
nisbed luxuriously, being padded and thickly 
carpeted with soft straw. The walls are adorned 
with framed pictures of interest to horsemen, 
including the divided horseshoe emblem won by 
Maud S. and St. Julien. One of the frames con- 
tains a “skewer cushion” and full set of “skew- 
era” carved out of hickory wood with a pen- 
knife by Tom King, the groom of Great Eastern, 
and presented by him to Maud 8. 

Harry Wilkes is quartered next door in a 
similarly fitted up stall. He is the better look- 
ing horse of the two, of a dark bay color, 1534 
hands high and 9 years of age. His driver, 
Frank Vanness, is equally confident of winning. 
“Harry will do his best on Thursday,” 
he said, “and win. He is in splendid 
condition and [ have no fear ot the 
result.” The New-York horse’ will pull 
a 52-pound sulky. The best average time of the 
two horses is equal—2:15 5-12—and horsemen are 
unitedin the opinion that they are so equally 
matched thata trifling break will throw the 
race either way. Both horses were taken out on 
the track to-day and exercised for the benefit 
of the visitors. The track was rather heavy, 
but Manager Phipps promos to have it in 
splendid condition by Thursday. 





TO SET ASIDE THE CONVEYANCE. 

Troy, N. Y., Aug. 11.—Suit has been 
commenced to set aside the conveyances of real 
estate in this city and Lansingburg, valued at 
$88,000, made by Mrs. Ellen Griffith to John A. 
MacDonald and his wife Helen F., who is a 
daughter of Mrs. Griffith. The proceedings to 
annul the conveyances are instituted by the son 
of Mrs. Griffith, ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Lewis E. Griffith, and his two sisters. Mrs. Griffith 
bas been dangerously ili tor several days, and is 
unable to recognize her children. The convey- 
ances were executed on the 3d of August. When 
L. E. Griffith and his two sisters found that 
their mother had parted with her property in 
this manner, they applied for a commission to 
find Mrs. Griffith’s mental condition. This com- 
mission and a jury have decided that she has 
been insane for four months past,and Senator 
Comstock has been appointed a committee upon 
her person and estate. Twoof the three chil- 
dren who were disinherited by the conveyances 
have lived constantly with their mother, who 
has not for several years been on speaking terms 
with her daughter, Mrs. MacDonald. Mr. Mac- 
Donald, who is @ prominent business man, 
and holds the rank of Colonel on Gen. Carr’s 
staff, says that the buildings on two of the flats 
conveyed were built with the money of his 
wife’s first husband, and that only these two 
flats have been deeded absolutely to himself and 
wife. The other property he says has been con- 
veyed to him in trust to pay Mrs. Griffith’s debts, 
with the surplus to be divided between her four 
children. The plaintiffs assert that all the deeds 
are absolute conveyances. The matter has 
caused a great dealof talk here on account of 
the value of the property and of the prominence 
of the parties interested.

Runnells offered a substitute that inasmuch as 
Polk County had two candidates for Governor 
it would be improper to discriminate. This he 
supported in a speech in favor of minority rep- 
resentation according to the doctrine enunciated 
at Chicago in 1880. Ten delegates instructed for 
Huil voted forthe substitute, which was thus 
carried by one majority.

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SUSPICIONS OF A FRAUD. 


MRS. M. H. BAUER’S BODY EXHUMED AT THE 
DEMAND OF INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

Coroner Robinson, of Long Island City, 
accompanied by Coroner W. A. Hopson, of 
Paterson, N. J.; Dr. J. 8. Carradine, of Pater- 
son; Chief of Police Graul, of Paterson; Col. 
G. F. Potter, Vice-President of the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Insurance Company; Drs. 
Boden, Satterthwaite, and Myers, of New-York, 
and Dr. Wickham, of Long Island City, went to 
the Lutheran Cemetery yesterday morning and 
exhumed the body of Mrs. M. H. Bauer, which 
was buried there on July 8 last. She was the 
wife of Louis Bauer, a real estate agent of this 


city, who lives in Holdtown, a suburb of -Pater- 
son. Mrs. Bauer was 40 years of ‘age when she 
died on June 18 last, and the physician who at- 
tended her gave a certificate stating that death 
was caused by peritonitis, Two days after, on 
June 20, the body was. placed in a receiving 
vault in the Lutheran Cemetery, and on July 8 
it was buried in Mr. Bauer’s family plot. It is 
stated that during the funeral ceremonies in 
Holdtown, only the undertaker, Mr. Louis 
ees and a neighbor of the family were pres- 
e : 

After the funeral Mr. Bauer produced eight 
ag of insurance which had been issued on 

is wife’s life during the months of November 
and December last. The eight policies amount- 
ed to 000, and were issued by the following 
companies: New-York Life, $10,000; Equitable 
Life Assurance Association, $15. ; Mutual 
Trust Company, $10,000; Mutual Reserve Fund 
Insurance Company, $10,000; Massachusetts Ben- 
efit Association, of Boston, $5,090, and the Fidel- 
ity Mutual, of Philadelphia, $3,000. All these 
policies were issued for the benefit of the hus- 
band, and all were presented for payment within 
a month after Mrs. Bauer’s death. 

The New-York Life and Equitable Companies 
paid the policies issued by them without ques- 
tion, but. the other companies had their sus- 
picions aroused, and an appeal was made to the 
Paterson Curoner to have the body exhumed and 
‘an autopsy made. The Mutual Reserve Compan 
was the first to take this step, and it was fol- 
lowed by the Massachusetts Mutual Trust and 
Fidelity Mutual Companies. The suspicions 
aroused in the case were caused by.the fact that 
so few persons attended the funeral, and the 
circumstances attending the issuing of the 
policies of insurance. It was represented to 
the Chief of Police of Paterson that Mrs. 
Bauer had been poisoned in order to secure the 
insurance on ber life,and another story had it 
that Mrs. Bauer was not dead at all, but that the 
corpse of another woman had been buried to 
represent her. Finally, in order to set at rest 
these stories and discover for a certainty 
whether foul play had been usedor not the 
insurance companies interested determined to 
have the body exhumed and examined. Cor- 
oner Robinson was applied to, and consented to 
the exhumation, and yesterday the physicians 
connected with the different insurance compa- 
nies by which the policies were issued met him 
and proceeded with him to the grave in the Lu- 
theran Cemetery. 

The body of the woman was dug up and taken 
to receiving vault No. 6 in the cemetery, where 
Drs. Satterthwaite and Cheesman made an 
autopsy. The liver, kidneys, and heart were re- 
moved and taken possession of by Dr. Satter- 
thwaite, who will make an analysis of them, to 
determine whether any traces of poison exist in 
these portions of the dead woman’s body. The 
question whether another body had been sub- 
stituted for that of Mrs. Bauer was not deter- 
mined. One of the physicrans who examined 
Mrs. Baner when the policy on her life was ap- 
plied for said that the body exhumed was six 
inches shorter than that of Mrs. Bauer; that it 
hada pronounced Grecian nose, while that of 


Mrs. Bauer was a pug, and that the hair was of. 


a@ much darker color than Mrs. Bauer’s. The 
body was interred again, and the party returned 
to Long Island City. Coroner Robinson said 
that the cause of the woman’s death had been 
ascertained by the examination, but he declined 
to make public the result. , 

‘ One of the legal representatives of the Mu- 
tual Reserve Fund Company said last night that 
all suspicion that death was other than natural 
had been abandoned. although it was still be- 
lieved that fraud had been practiced in taking 
out the policies. ‘‘We have good grounds to 
think,” he added, ‘‘that Mrs. Bauer was a suffer- 
er from a certain disease which did not develop 
in the physician’s examination previous to the 
taking out of the policies. In fact, we have 
found the physician who treated her for the dis- 
ease. Nothing was said of its existence when 
the insurance business was transacted, although 
Mrs. Bauer must have been aware of it. These 
grounds, ifsustained by proofs, would forfeit 
any claim against the companies originating in 
her death.” 


OBITUARY. 





LORD HOUGHTON. 

A cablegram from London yesterday 
announced the death of Richard Monckton 
Milnes, Lord Houghton. He was a traveler, 
poet, and critic, and a man of great independ- 
ence of character. He was born June 19, 1809, 
and was graduated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1831. He entered Parliament in 1837, 
and was elevated to the peerage as Baron 
Houghton in 1863. His course in Parliament 
was very independent. He always voted accord- 
ing to his convictions of public duty without 
regard for party lines. His policy as a -legisia- 
tor was generally described as being moderately 
conservative. 

Lord Houghton traveled much, particularly 
in the East. He wrote and published several 
volumes of poetry, among them being ‘** Me- 
morials of a Tour in Some Parts of Greece,” 
“Poems ot Many Years,” and ‘* Memorials of a 
Residence on the Continent and Historical 
Poems.” His poems descriptive of Oriental life 
and scenery have been commended for their 
brilliant imagery and refined sentiments, Lord 
Houghton edited the letters and literary manu- 
scripts of John Keats. He also published a 
number of speeches and essays on political top- 
ics. He wasaprolific writer of reviews and 
critical articles for the English magazines. In 
1851 he married the Hon. Arabella Hungerford, 
—- daughter of the second Brron Crewe. 

e@ represented Pontefract in Parliament. 
Among the political publications of Lord 
Houghton were “ Theughts on Party Politics” 
and * Real Union of England an@ Ireland.” 


ROBERT MALLORY. 

Ex-Congressman Robert Mallory died at 
his residence near La Grange, Ky., yesterday 
morning, aged 69. He was born in Madison 
County, Va., Nov. 15, 1815, graauated at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, removed to Kentucky in 
1839, where he devoted most of his life to agri- 
cultural pursuits. He was elected to Congress 
three times, serving in the. thirty-sixth session 
as a member of the Committee on Roads and 
Canals, in the thirty-seventh session as Chair- 
manof the Committee on Roads and Canals, and 
in the thirty-eighth session as a member of the 
Committee on Waysand Means. Mr. Mallory’s 
district was the most populous in Kentucky, and 
then included the city of Louisville. He was 
deteated in 1874 by Edward Y. Parsons. In 1866 
Mr. Mallory was a delegate from Kentucky to 
the ** National Convention” at Philadelphia, and 
in 1875 he was appointed one of the Commission- 
ers to the Centennial Exhibition, and was subse- 

uently made one of the Vice-Presidents. Mr. 

allory was a man of kind impulses, strict integ- 
rity, and sufficient business ability to build up a 
reasonable competency.

TRYING TO BAR THE WAY. 
SEEKING TO PREVENT THE BALTIMORE AND 
OHIO FROM REACHING NEW-YORK. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—A powerful 
pressure is still being brought to bear by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to - secure 
means by which the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company may be kept out of New-York. 
The refusal of the Reading Railroad to entertain 
any proposition having this for its opject does 
not seem to have by any means ended the deter- 
mination of the Pennsyivania in this di- 
rection. A movement now on _ toot to 
have Robert H. Sayre, President of the 
South Pennsylvania Railroad Company, ac- 
cept the Presidency of the Reading, is believed 
in railroad circles to have been partly inspired 


by the Pennsylvania. It is claimed that Mr. 
Sayre, being a Director in the Lehigh Valley as 
well as the Reading, is. doubly interested in any 


‘measure looking to the protection of the an- 


thracite coal trade, and that he would willingly 
make some alliance with the Pennsylvania line 
whieh would prevent such a sacrifice of the an- 


‘thracite coal trade as the Pennsylvania now 


threatens, by cutting tolis and prices, if the 
Baltimore and Ohio is allowed to go to New- 
b Sos Se over the Reading and Jersey Central 
tracks. 

In the same connection is mentioned the fact 
that the Jersey Central is largely interested in 
the production and carrying of anthracite, and 
that that company, too, would be effected very 
considerably in a warfare upon anthracite tolls 
and.prices. Mr. Sloan, President of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, is also a Di- 
rector of the Jersey Central, and it is contended 
that he would rather mollify than offend the 
Pennsylvania Railroad during the present un- 
settled condition of the anthracite coal trade. 
The contemplation, therefore, is practically 
this: That the Lehigh Valley, which is a close 
ally of the Pennsylvania, will urge Mr. Sayre, 
for the safety of the anthracite trade, to 
accept the Presidency of the Reading; that Mr. 
Vanderbilt will cast his block of shares—va- 
riously estimated from 147,000 to 200,000—for his 
(Sayre’s) election; that the Reading, after his 
election, wil] declare its policy to be the protec- 
tion of the anthracite coal trade at the sacrifice 
of the business of the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
a similar policy to be pursued by the Jersey 
Central. In the meantime it is believed that the 
Baltimore and Ohio has provided for the emer- 
gency of getting into Jersey City should these 
plans be consummated.

THE CHICAGO AGREEMENT. 

_ Cutcago, Aug. 11.—A morning paper 
says: ** East-bound passenger affairs are getting 
continually into a more entangled condition, 
and the indications are that the temporary 
agreement of the Chicago lines abolishing the 
payment of commissions and outside offices 
will soon go to pieces. At a meeting of the 
General Passenger Agents of the roads running 


east from this city yesterday the representative 
ot the Baltimore and Ohio stated that it was the 
intention of his campany to again place tickets 
ovcr that road in outside offices. This, of course, 
would carry with 1t the payment of commis- 
sions, as -otherwise the scalpers or brokers 
would not handle thetickets. The reason as- 
signed by the Baltimore and Ohio for its change 
of base is that by the existing arrangement, 
which does not permit the placing of tickets in 
offices at the hotels, it is losing much business. 
The representatives of the other lines denied 
that the Baltimore and Ohio suffered from the 
present agreement. They thought that company 
desired to break up the existing agreement, 
which could not be longer carried out if it in- 
sisted upon placing tickets in outside offices. 
The Chairman was instructed to telegraph Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Lord, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and ask him if it was his intention to 
withdraw from the agreement, as tho other 
roads would consider his placing tickets in out- 
side offices a withdrawal.” 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 1l.—In regard to the 
Chicago dispatch stating the intention of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company to place 
tickets on sale in outside offices, Mr. Lord, the 
General Passenger Agent of that road, said to- 
day that tne trouble arosefrom the fact that 
other roads eontinued the outside business by 
use of the telephone. That was a breach of agree- 
ment. If that practice is continued, he says, the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road will restore the out- 
side offices for the sale of tickets. He suid 
further that the tickets of that road have never 
been put into the hands of scalpers, and it did 
not intend ever to sell tickets in that way. 


CONNECTING LINES PROTESTING. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 11.—The Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad Company has issued the 
following circular: 

“ We are notified by the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
Railway and the Detroit, Grand Haven and Milwau- 
kee Kailway that hereafter they will refuse to advance 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway any charges 
on freights destined to points on or reached by the 
New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Railway. Until 
advised to the contrary, the charges to Chicago or Mil- 
waukee on all freight received by us to be forwarded 
yia these routes destined to points on or reached by 
the New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Railway must 
be prepaid.” 

It is understood that the lines mentioned, 
which are the principal connections of the West 
Shore, have given similar notice to all. other 


Western and Northwestern lines. The Wabash 
and Nickel Plate, which also connect direct- 
ly with the West Shore, are understood 
to have issued such notices to their 
connections. It is stated that the West 
Shore owes these roads large amounts 
of money now which they are unable to collect. 
The matter will have a most important bearing 
upon east bound freight affairs, as it: virtually 
prevents the West Shore from competing for 
the east bound through traffic hereafter. Much 
ofthe cutting of east bound freight rates bas 
been caused by the active competition of the 
West Shore, andas itnow is prevented from 
competing on equal terms with the other trunk 
lines itis believed that rates will hereafter be 
better maintained.

WASHINGTON’S WOE. 


‘*NATIONAL”. THE CAPITOL. CITY 
REALLY IS. 
Correspondence of the Denver News. 

WasHineton, Aug. 1.—That this city is 
the most appropriate place for Gen. Grant's 
tomb is true enough, but, at the same time, the 
loud vociferation of the Washington people on 
the subject is sheer impudence. Their anguish 
is purely that of a disappointed boarding house. 
They will miss the crowds that would attend 
thé funeral and the profits that would be conse- 
quent on the crowds, and this is the basis of 
their collective woe. Nowhere in the country 
is there less of the national spirit than in Wash- 
ington. It isa city of office holders and beadles. 
It lives off of the chance of itsiocation. Itis a 
pensioner on national patriotism. It is a Ni- 
agara Falls hackman depending for its bread 
and butter upon what it has to show, and with 
no sympathy with the spirit of that which it 
shows. In allthislarge city, which is sending 
up its howl for vanished ducats, I have not seen 
six houses draped in memory of Gen. Grant, al- 
though of all Presidents he did the most for the 
place. The Nation at large has the privilege of 
making suggestions concerning the dead man’s 
burial place, but the people of Washington have 
no right to open their hotel-runner mouths. 
They belong entirely out of the discussion—as 
much so as the doorkeepers and attendants of a 
dime museum are beyond the decision as to 
what new freak shall be hired. 

Washington is a national centre which has be- 
come, incidentally,a means of helping along 
rurait shopmen. Presumably the heart of the 
Nation it is the most provincial and unpatriotic 
of allour cities. Itis between both sections, 
and has neither the force of the one nor the 
spirit of the other. It is a stagnant mendicancy 
which is all paw,and the paw is always out- 
stretched. It is an organized dullness witha 
commercial eye anda large ear flapped to the 
West for the sound of the wheels of an excur- 
sion train. lt meets the Nation at the depot 
with an apron on,a greedy smile, and hands 
rubbing with the itch of gain. It is the landlord, 
and the lackey, and the chambermaid, and the 
valet of our nationality. 

I think that it was Gen. Grant’s thorough 
understanding of this which inspired his request 
to be buried in New-York. He knew this place. 
He knew its small meannesses and its narrow 
aims. He had learned that it considered a great 
memory only as mercbandise. He felt that it 
was accidentally and not essentially the soul of 
the Nation, and that the inspiration came not 
from within but from without. Therefore he 
decided not to add to the stock in trade of this 
city of showmen. He did not care to have a lot 
of lemonade booths built about his monument, 
and allow the small shopkeepers who always 
hated him and who now hate his memory to 
traffic in his bones. His recollections of this city 
after the assassination of Lincoln were not 
pleasant ones. During his Presidential terms he 
saw itssmaliness andits timeserving. He knew 
it as a hungry dog hanging about the depart- 
ments for a stray bone. He knew it as a 
lackey dancing about fora smile. He knew it 
as a treacherous ingrate with nothing but malice 
for past favors. Time and again he expressed 
his contempt for the place and the character of 
its population. He regarded it as a peculiar and 
contemptible combination of treachery, rebell- 
ion, and subserviency. And the people here 
penricaoed seem to have disliked him quite as 

eartily. 

The cry against the failure to bring Grant’s 
remains here is simp'y the anguish of a show- 
man disappointed in obtaining an especially at- 
tractive curiosity. The real Washingtonian 
never admired Grant. He tolerated him while 
he was in power because he would tolerate any- 
thing or anybody when there was a chance of 

rofit. One may move among the people native 

ere and he will hear more abuse of Grant and 
his career than anywhere else. ‘The entire pre- 
tense of indignation which these people have set 
up is farcical. They have missed a chance to 
make money. That is all there is of it.

READY TO RUN BY CABLE. 


HOW 


THE UPPER TENTH-AVENUE LINE TO BE 
OPENED IN A FEW DAYS. 

The Third-Avenue Railroad Company’s 
cable railroad line on Tenth-avenue, from Man- 
hattan-street to One Hundred and Eifaty-sev- 
enth-street, is nearly ready for operation. The 
first cable was laid on Sunday and the ends 
drawn into the engine house at Tenth-avenue 
and One Hundred and Twenty-eighth-street. 
and the cars will be run as soon thereafter 
as possible. The work of construction on 
the line is practically completed. The splice 
will be made in a day or two, and all that 
remains to be done is the urual fitting and 
clearing up which is a necessary part of all 
work of thekind. At first the cars will be run 
74 cable between Manhattan-street and One 

undred and Eighty-seventh-street, and will be 
drawn by horses on One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street so that passengers may take a car at 
the intersection of Eighth-avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fitth-street and go to the up- 
per end of the cable line without change. 

The One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street 
cross-town line will be operated by horse cars 
for the present. The cable tunnel is now 
completed on that line west of Eighth- 
avenue, and construction on the east- 
ern end will be pushed as soon as the Tenth-ave- 
nue lineis in running order.

RUMORS ABOUT MR. KEILEY. 

WasHineron, Aug. il—An _ evening 
paper publishes a report that Third Assistant 
Secretary of State Alvey A. Adee may be asked 
to surrender his place in order that Mr. Anthony 
Keiley, rejected as Minister to Italy and Aus- 
tria, may be provided for. Mr. Adee is a very 
valuable officer, who has by long experience 
become so well acquainted with diplomatic busi- 


ness that it is probable he could ‘have given Mr. 
Keiley much valuable instruction, and saved 
him the expense of his recent trip abroad if 
Mr. Keiley had consulted him. In the State 
Department and by those friends who know him 
well, Mr. Adee is considered an unusually well 
informed man, as weil as one of the most ac- 
complished and industrious in the service. If it 
is the intention of the Secretary of Strate to 
educate Mr. Keiley in diplomacy and the busi- 
ness of the department this may be considered a 
flattering ag moe gl a schoiar, but if Mr. Adee 
is dropped for r. Keiley, it is plain that the 
Government will inevitably lose the services of 
atrained man and gain only those of a disap- 
pointed place hunter. The report cannot be 
verified here, and it is believed to have no 
foundation in fact.

LOOKING FOR A RUNAWAY AGENT. 

CxuicaGco, Aug. 11.—Officers are in search 
of Perez C. Gooding, Chicago manager of the 
New-York Hektograph Company, who suddenly 
disappeared yesterday. leaving an alleged deficit 
of $8,000 in his accounts. Gooding was sent to 
Chicago four years ago to take complete charge 
of affairs here. He had under him here a book- 
keeper, who knew. nothing of his methods of 
doing business. The sales were large, and Good- 
ing made all the collections, retaining, it is al- 
leged, a part of the money and representing 
to hisemployers that his customers were mak- 
ing their payments in instaliments. This excuse 
for delay in making returnsto the firm an- 
swered until the company learned that among 
their agent’s customers were firms who didn’t 
do business in that way. Charles H. Green, the 
New-York manager, was sent to this city to in- 
vestigate. Gooding learned of Mr. Green’s ar- 
rivaiand cleared out. A warrant has been is- 
sued for his arrest. Gooding led a rather fast 
life here, though he had a wife in the East.

DR. GREEN RESPONDS. 


MORE CORRESPONDENOE REGARDING A 
TELEGRAPH COMBINATION. 

Dr. Norvin Green, President of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, gave to the 
press yesterday copies ot the cable correspond- 
ence in his possession which has passed in rela- 
tion toa proposed arrangement between the 
Western Union and Baltimore and Ohio Tel- 
egravh Companies. Dr. Green thought the 
statement and correspondence published by D. 
H. Bates, President of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company, yesterday, might lead to an erroneous 
impression. He stated that although there had 
been some talk of an arrangement between the 
two companies, no person in the Western Union 
had represented that any deal with the Balti- 
more and Ohio had been made. The correspond- 
ence furnished by Dr. Green consists of cable- 


grams exchanged between the Hon. John Pend- 

er, of London, and Dr. Green and between Jay 

be ai and Cyrus W. Field, who is now in Lon- 
on. 

The correspondence indicates that attempts 
at negotiations with Mr. Garrett were made by 
Mr. Pender and Mr, Field. There is no definite 
statement in any of the dispatches that Mr. 
Garrett proposed to surrender control of the 
Baltimore and Ohio lines to the Western Union. 
Under date of July 14 Mr. Pender cabled to Dr. 
Green as follows: 

“‘The morning I received _ your telegram Garrett had 
left for Paris. I did not, therefore, see him. He left 
@& memorandum for me which amounted to this: 
‘hat he was pot prepared to exhibit his books; that 
the Western Union ‘l‘elegraph Company knew exactly 
the extent of his system, and that the mileage of the 
Baltimore ahd Ohio. Telegraph Company to-day was 
in excessof what the Atlanticand Pacific and the 
American Union were together at the time they were 
absorbed bythe Western Union Telegraph Company. 
Heseems totake thisasa basis. Do you see your 
way to deal with him on this ground, or even at a con- 
siderably modified price?” 

On Aug. 5 Dr. Green telegraphed Mr. Pender: 

“T do not think it best to press Garrett with any ur- 
ane. We are not more anxious than he Is to reach a 
conclusion, but lam satisfied that we are a long way 
apart on terms.” 

President Bates received the following dis- 
patch from Robert Garrett, who is in Hamburg, 
early yesterday morning: 

“Field replied to me as follows from Queenstown; 
‘Telegrams received. Sent you short request I re- 
ceived by cable from New-York. Advise you to 
communicate with Russell Sage any answer you wish 
tomake. Know nothing of any lies or any other re- 
ports circulated in New-York igo you and my- 
self. You certainiy did tell me you wished to make 
some satisfactory arrangements to settle telegraph 
war. Hope we will have peace and plenty instead of 
war and poverty.’ ” 

Lone Brancu, Aug. 11.—ln an interview 
to-night regarding tne telegraph correspond- 
ence given out by Dr. Norvin Green, President 
Bates, of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph 
Company, said: **I have read over an advance 
copy of Dr, Green’s communication to the press, 
giving the full text of the correspondence be- 
tween Pender, Field, Green, and Gould, and I 
am struck with the fagt that nowhere.is Mr. 
Garrett’s actual language quoted, and that what 
he has said has apparentiy been worded by 
others, whose interests doubtless caused high 
color to be givento the statements. Now that 
the public can read:the entire correspondence, 
it must be evident—except te those who are 
willingly blind—that the Baltimore and Obio 
has not in any case been seeking an ar- 
rangement, but that Field and Pender 
have felt the greatest anxiety. The 
most remarkable thing, however, is the 
expressed belief on the part of Green and Gould 
that the Baltimore and Ohio is losing $50,000 
monthly, when they are in possession of Mr. 
Garrett’s and my sworn statements in some of 
their numerous harassing suits against us that 
we have not been and are not losing money. 

** Dr. Green says Mr. Garrett’s cable card ar- 
raigns his company for misrepresenting their 
position and puts them on the defensive, when 
they have told nothing. He must certainly 
have read the papers the past month con- 
taining statements attributed to persons in 
his building, asserting with great positiveness 
the fact of an agreement between the two 
bompanies having been reached. The idea that 
we should allow our books to beexamined by 
the Western Union officials is rich. They already 
appear so confident of the fact of our Josing 
money it is strange they should consider sharing 
our losses. Mr. Gould's insinuations that a gen- 
eral air of bankruptcy hangs over our telegraph 
properties may be true of his, but he is not so 
familiar with our figures as he must be of oth- 
ers, and the shrewd bankers, whose opinions he 
quotes, have not obtained from me information 
as to our financial standing, and are apparently 
too credulous to command universal confidence 
in their judgment. 

** Dr. Green says his company is not willing to 
buy any more lines except at cost, &c. It is not 
intimated, however, that the Western Union 
can afford to buy any more lines. Their June 
official statement showed an amount advanced 
to construction $2,000,000 in excess of sur- 
plus, but where: this excess came from is 
a secret. They have either borrowed the 
money or sold assets. Their last published list 
of assets showed little left but telephone stocks, 
which are lower in value to-day than a year ago, 
and careful experts fixed the value then at 
less than $4,000,000. Where the money would 
come from to buy the Baltimore and 
Ohio is not clear; it could only 
be done by issuing additional securities, 
but a comparison. of net earnings now and in 
1880 is interesting. In 1880 the capital was 
$40,000,000, and there were 233,000 miles of wire. 
The net receipts were $5,400,000. In 1835 the cap- 
ital was $80,000,000, the mileage 466,000, and the 
receipts $5,600,000. With twice the capital and 
double the mileage and the same published earn- 
ings, their securities, if issued, wouid proba- 
bly not be acceptable to Mr. Garrett.” 


NOT A JOKE AT ALL. 

MontrREAL, Aug. 11.—Le Lecture says the 
supposed practical joke with regard to Mr. 
Darling, of Montreal, jumping into the river 
from the Saguenay boat, as she was nearing 
Murray Bay wharf last week, was no joke at all. 
It adds: *“*Mr. Darling was coming down from 
Montreal, which city he had left in haste in re- 
sponse to a telegram informing him that his 
wife was seriously ill at Murray Bay, and that 
her life was in danger. He was approachin 
Murray Bay, still under the influence of painfu 
suspense and great anxiety. The boat, how- 
ever, was very slow in getting to the wharf on 
account of the rough weather, and 1n the height 
of his impatience, seeing the shore at hand, he 
threw off his coat and jumped in to get there 
the quicker.”

RUMORS OF TROUBLE, 
DORMAN B. EATON HAS A TALE WITH SUR- 
VEYOR HANS 8S. BEATTIE. 

The fact that, Dorman B. Eaton, the 
pead of the Civil Service Commission, spent 
nearly an hour in eafnest conversation with Sur- 
veyor Hans 8. Beattie on Monday afternoon 
gaverise to rumors inthe Custom House of a 
quarrel between the civil service reformers and 
the new Surveyor and Collector. Reports were 
busily circulated yesterday that charges were 
being formulated against Collector Hedden for 
violating the Civil Service act in promoting 
three night inspectors to the grade of day in- 
spectors with increased pay without a competi- 
tive examination. 

Surveyor Beattie declined to state what passed 
between Mr. Eaton and himself for the reason, 
as he said, that the conversation was unofficial 
and entirely personal. He said he aid not pro- 
pose to pay any attention to unofficial communi- 
pations from the Civil Service Commission. He 
told Mr. Eaton that any official communication 


from that source would be promptly attended 
to. “I am required by my superior officer 
to conduct this department oon  busi- 
mess principles.” remarked the Surveyor 
to a TIMES representative, “and I1 want 
everything that is done here to be a mat- 
terof public record. lif the Civil Service Com- 
missioners have any criticisms of my conduct to 
offer or if they desire information from me let 
them put their communications in proper offi- 
vial shape and then 1 will act upon them offi- 
cially. lamas much a civil service reformer as 
any one, but in the administration of a public 
office I hold that fitness for the duty to be per- 
formea should be the prime test of an em- 
ploye.” 

When asked about the rumors that charges 
were to be preferred against tbe Collecter for 
violating the Civil Service act Mr. Beattie said: 
“The Custom House appears to be full of non- 
Bensical rumors. I cannot tell you auything 
about them. I can, however, give you the facts 
relating to the removals and promotions alluded 
to. After I had been hereashort time I dis- 
covered that some of the night inspectors 
were not doing their work properly. Fre- 
quently one or more of them would be at Coney 
island orat home asleep when they should be 
on duty. Reports which ought to be signed by 
each inspector on duty were found to contain 
the signatures of eight or ten inspectors ali 
written by one man. An investigation clearly 
demonstrated that some of the men were incom- 
petent and neglectful. Upon unimpeachable 
evidence of this character I recommended the 
removal of three day inspectors who had been 
doing night duty. The pay of a day inspector is 

aday,and the pay of a night inspector $3 
a day. The Secretary of the Treasury, how- 
ever, has the right to increase the pay of any in- 
spector to $4 aday. J detailed Night Inspectors 

ohn H. Becker, George B. Angele, and John 

ed to take the places of the three men re- 
moved.

recommended that they be appointed Cap- 
tains and Assistant Captains, respectively.

he point raised by the civil service reform 
ndvocates is that the increasing of the pay of 
Bigeht inspectors to $4 a day raises them to the 
grade of day inspectors, and that the Colleetor 
has no right under the law tocreate day in- 
spectors without an examination in conformity 
with civil service rules. 

The removals that Mr. Beattie has thus far 
made have all been on the alleged ground of in- 
efficiency. Mr. Beattie says he is bound to make 
each employein his department give the Gov- 
ernmentan honest day’s work. His views do 
not harmonize with the wishes of some of the 
local Democratic poiiticians who have friends to 
take care of. Two Democratic Congressmen of 


this city have manifested much chagrin at Mr, 
Beattie’s refusal to do their bidding in the mat- 


ter of retaining men whom he had suspended. 

The Surveyor said: ** Il won’t keep an incompe- 

tent man in this office, no matter who asks me, 

whether it be Dorman B. Eaton or Hubert O. 
hompson.”’ 


There will be an examination at the Ap-

Dompany ot lilinois expended a large sum of money in 
Stablishing in CUhicugo the largest underground 
Selegraph system in this country, and the company 
as tO-day several hundreds of miles of wire in opera- 
on. As President of the United Lines Telegraph 
Comnany, which has recently become the successor of 
the Bankers’ and Merchants’ Telegraph Company. I 
Sesire to inform your board that his system has to 
& great extent been a failure and its operation 
Befective. One of the principal causes of such 
failure is that the sewer gas attacks the joints 
in the wires and detracts seriously from § their 
Insulation. Owing to the disarrangement in the affairs 
ofthe Bankers and Merchants’ '‘lelegraph Company, 
and the formation of our new company, we have been 
Bo occupied that we have not been able to give this 
matter the attention we otherwise should have done. 
We are heartily in accord with your commission and 
Anxious to place our wires under ground at the earliest 
— moment, and by the end of next week we will 
able to submit a plan. We are also endeavoring to 
rrange with the Buitimore and Ohio and the Postal 
‘elegraph Companies to use the same conduit with 
elves. If tuat can beaccomplisbed it will mate- 
jaliy lessenthe expense. EDWAKD 8. STOKES.

Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, Mayor Smith, ef

The fact of the matter is, we don't 
care particularly to bave Col. Mapleson under 
any circumstances. His cablerram has not yet 
been answered, but he will be informed sub- 
stantialiy as I have told you, that he can have 
the house by paying for it.”’

The inability of the various American steamship 
companies to make satisfactory arrangements with the 
Postmaster-General' for the carriage of outward 
United States mails destined for foreign ports has given 
Tiseto so much misstatement and misapprehension 
that it is deemed proper at this juncture to represent 
the situation so that the merits of the controversy may 


be fully understood. L 


At the second session of the Forty-seventh Congress 
a joint select committee on American shipping, com- 
posed of Senators and Representatives and of leading 
members of both parties, after spending many months 
in an examination of the subject of mail compensation, 
unanimously reported as follows: 

* The law, as it exists (Section 3,976, Rev. Stat.,) com- 
pels the master of every American vessel engaged in 
theforeign trade to carry such United States mails as 
may betendered him by the Post Office Department, 
and allows him as compensation for such service a 
sum not exceeding two cents per letter carried. Inno 
case is this an adequate compensation, and.in some in- 
stantes it does not pay the cost to the vessel of de- 
livering the mails at the Post Office in the port of 
arrival, The pay to United States vessels in the for- 
eign trade for transporting the mails in 1880 was only 
246 cents per mile, while at the same time the steamers 
on our coast, which contracted to carry the mails, re- 
ceived 574 cents per mile for mail service. Thecon- 
trast between our inadequate mail pay to American 
vessels engaged in the foreign trade and the very 
liberal mail pay given by Great Britain to her 
steamship lines only serves to show more clear- 
ly the injustice and lack of wisdom of our pol- 
icy. ince 1840 England has paid more than 
$250,000,000 for mail service, with the deliberate pur- 
pose of establishing and maintaining steamship lines 
to connect the United Kingdom with all ports of the 
world. Even in the last year she paid about $3,000,000 
to her steamship lines for mail service, which was 
$1,641,800 more than she received from mail matter 
transported by them.” 

This report called general attention to the remark- 
able fact that sections 8,076 and 4,2U3 provided that no 
American ship bound to or from a foreign port should 
obtain a clearance until it had waited for and had 
taken on board any mail which snould be offered it 
either by the United States Government or any of its 
representatives, so that American steamship com- 
panies were obliged to call for mails at all Post 
Offices at ports of departure and to deliver them at all 
Post Offices at the ports of entry at the expense of the 
steamship. 

The payment which the carrier was entitled to re- 
ceive was 2 cents per letter, irrespective of the weight 
of the letter or the distance it might be transported, 
or, at the option of the Government, the carrier might 
receive the sea postage, amounting to about 1% cents 
per half ounce—this payment being also made without 
regard to the extent or character of the service ren- 
dered. 

The result of these unconstitutional provisions, 
whereby private property was taken for public use 
without any process of law and Without lawful com- 
pensation, and by which steamship owners were com- 
pelled to render a service for the Government without 
having any voice inthe matter whatever, was so re- 
pugnant to every notion of fair play and justice, that 
after full discussion and abundant deliberation all 
laws and parts of laws that compulsorily required 
American ships to receive mall matter on board were 
by the unanimous vote of both branches of Congress 
abolished by the provisions of the Dingley bill, which 
repealed some other onerous burdens resting upon 
American commerce in the year 1884. All other sec- 
tions of that bill went into operation on the 
first of July, 1884. but the repeal of these 
laws was deferred until the first of April, 


1885, for the express purpose of enabling Con- 


gress at the last session to adopt some general legisla- 
tion uponthe subject of mail compensation to Amer- 
ican ships. It will be observed that these compulsory 
laws did not apply to foreign ships plying between 
American and foreign ports, which in many instances 
were heavily subsidized, nor to American ships en- 
gaged in the coastwise trade, which are by law kept 


free from competition with foreiga ships such as for- 
eign-bound American ships encounter. Partly by rea- 


son of this discrimination of the law, and because of 
the greater buik of European mails, foreign steamers 
earnec from the United States Government, in some 
instances, as much as 80 cents per mile for mail service 
performed by them, and single lines of American 


ships engaged in the coastwise trade earned as much 
for mail service as all the American foreign-bound 
steamships put together, so that inthe year 184 the 


proscribed American steamships, foreign bound, re- 
ceived for an aggregate mileage of 1,750,000 miles §[ 
the sum of $50,000, or about three centsa mule, while 
at the same time the Government paid over $350,- 
000to foreign ships for carrying the mails over only 


a slightly greater distance, while American coastwise 


steamers earned an average of about 66 cents per mile, 


In the course of debates it was developed that the 
compensation of the principal railway routes was $375 
to $1,155 per mile per annum, and that of the routes of 
smaller importance from 845 to $350 per mile per an 
num; that of the thousands of railway routes only 200 
or 800 earned the compensation paid by the Govern- 


ment, and that it was likewise true that in a great ma- 
jority of cases postage on the mails carried on the rail- 


roads fell very far short of reimbursing the Govern- 
ment for the cost of service over them; that in the 
payment for internal steamboat service, upon star 
routes, stage coaches, and other means of transporta- 
tion, millions of dollars were yearly expended, for 


which, probably, in no single instance, was the Govern- 
ment compensated by the postage received. 

It seemed to be generally conceded that the service to 
be rendered by American ships engaged in the foreign 
trade for carrying the mai) should be paid for on the 
basis of the distance actually traveled rather than upon 
tne basis of the amount of mali actually carried for 
the following, among other reasons: 

(1,) American mail carriers meet with the competi- 
tion of foreign ships usually heavily subsidized, and 
all operated at far less expense than American ships 
could be, the latter being obliged to pay larger wages 
to officers and men and to afford better subsistence to 
their crews. 

(2.) American ships which contracted to carry the 
mails would probably be obliged, by the terms of their 
contract, to perform the service at prescribed rates of 
speed and at specified and regular days, so that the 
transit should be performed by them whether freignt 
and passenger traffic were obtained or not. 

(8.) Unlike railroads, which can and do build up large 
local business in addition to the through business be- 
tween termini, the mail-carrying steamship, besides 
running much greater risks than a railroad, must rely 
solely on its through business, and can make no earn- 
ings, but only large disbursements, during trips which, 
in the case of ships engaged in the Australian and 
Chinese trade, cover a period of twenty-six days. 

(4.) The mileage basis is that which has been assumed 
by ail the leading nations in making contracts of a 
similar nature. And 

Finally. The weight of mail or number of letters 
carried, it was conceded, was no fair criterion of the 
amount of payment to be made. since the amount of 
mail matter carried to Central and South American, 
Mexican, Pacific, and Sonth Pacific ports, the places 
with which it was most desirable that commerce should 
be maintained, would necessarily for many years be 
comparatively small, while the distance traversed 
would be very great. 

These reasons appeared so cogent that when the 
Dingley bill was originally reported to the Senate by its 
Committee of Commerce in 1883 that committee unani- 
mously recommended that the Postmaster-General be 
authorized to enter into contracts with American 
steamships engaged in the foreign trade and to pay 
them not exceediug one dollar a mile for the trip out- 
ward and inward, and this provision passed the Senate, 
after several days of discussion, by a vote of 45 to 11, 
The bill failed to become a law at this session owing 
to lack of time. 

} GH 

At the last session of Congress the Special Committee 
on Ship Building and Ship Owning Interests of the 
House of Representatives, of which Gen. Slocum was 
Chairman, unanimously reported, through Mr. Hunt, 
of Louisiana, a billembodying the substance of the 
Senate amendment above referred to, and which, al- 
though at the head of the calendar and made an early 
special order, failed to be reached for consideration. 
Its substance, however, was embodied asa part of the 
Post Office. Appropriation bill,and being by many 
members of the House believed not to be germane to 
that bill and for other reasons was defeated by a Vote 
of 180 to 112. This appropriation bill) when it came to 
the Senate was amended by a provision as follows: 

“For transportation of foreign mails, including tran- 
sit across the Isthmus of Panama, $800,000. And the 
Postmaster-Genera! is hereby authorized to enter into 
contracts for the transportation of any partof said 
foreign mails, after legal advertisement, with the low- 
est responsible bidder, at a rate not exceeding fifty 
cents &@ Dautical mile on the’trip each way actually 
traveled between the terminal points; provided that 
the mails so contracted snail be carried on American 
steamships, and that the aggregate of such contracts 
shall not exceed one-haif or the sum hereby appro- 
priated.’’ 

This sum of $800,000 was specifically appropriated 
for the use of the Post Office Department for the year 
ending June 80, 188%. 

In the course of debates upon this amendment,which 
passed the Senate hy a vote of 30 to 18, it was demon- 
strated, as had previously been shown in the House, 
that the revenue of the Government from its for- 
eign muils for the year 1884 was $2,157,622 63; 
the expenditures entailed therein, $362,804 22, 
leaving as a net revenue, without charge for 
cost of interior service, the sum 
of $1,794,818 41. 1t was claimed that this was 
not entirely a pro‘it to the: Government, becausethe 
estimated cost of interior domestic mail service should 
be deducted. This wus estimated at $1,060,089 59, 
leaving at the very least, a profitto the Government 
upon its foreign mail service of $725,728 82. That this 








overplus—the only overblus existing in the mail busi- { 
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ness of the Government—should be devoted in part to 
the ships which had earned it certainly seems but fair. 

‘As an example of how this profit is earned by the 
Government, and asa fit illustration of the policy of 
the United States as distinguished from that pursued 

by other Governments, the following instance was re- 
ferred to and may be cited; 

In 1875 @ postal contract was entered into between 
the Colonial Governments of New-Zealand and New 
South Wales with the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
whereby the former agreed to pay to the latter asubsidy 
of $400,000 per annum for a monthly service of four 
ships to be maintained between San Francisco and the 
colonies, This subsidy was paid for tne transportation 
of thecolonial mailsto Americaand the British overland 
mails from San F i to the coloni With this 
large payment the line was just about self-sustaining. 
Without it it could not haveexisted. The Government 
of the United States paid for its outward mails for six 
months the amount of $5,802 82. The United States 
Government received for United States letters to the 
colonies 12 cents per half ounce, and for newspapers 2 
cents per halfounce. It paid to the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany 6 cents per half ounce on letters and nothing upon 
newspapers, so that during the year 1884 the amount of 
postage received by the Government on United States 
mail sent from San Francisco to Australian colonies 
was $36,479 30. The whole amount paid for transpor- 
tation was $11,479 68, leaving a net profit to the Gov- 
ernment of $24,999 62. 

The United States Government received from the 
British Government, for the transportation of the Aus- 
tralian British closed matls conveyed between New- 
York and San Francisco, 6 francs per kilogram for let- 
ters, 2 francs per kilogram for papers, or 5234 cents per 
pound for letters and 1734 cents per pound for papers. 
Out of this the Government paid to overland railroads 
for transportation of the mail, which it never opened, 
handled, or inspected, only the sum of 26 cents per 
pound for letters, pocketing the residue, paying not 
one cent to the steamship company for the conveyance 
of the mails from San Francisco to Australia, so that 
the Government earned a clear profit of 2634 cents per 
pound on the mails for doing nothing. The overland 
railroads receive 26 cents per pound for carrying the 
mail 8,000 miles, and the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany receive for transporting them 7,000 miles from 
San Francisco to Australia nothing from this Govern- 
ment, so that it may be fairly estimated fthat av every 
departure of a Pacific Mail steamer from the port of 
San Francisco for Australia the Government realized a 

profit of 35,000 and upward.* 

The Senate amendment passed the House by a vote 
of 98 to 89, and a motion to reconsider was voted 
down by—yeas 102, nays 79. 

III. 


Pursuing such a course of action it is not surprising 
that the Government, while losing money on all other 
branches of its postal service, was realizing a profit 
out of its American ships engaged in the foreign trade, 
and while every country to which American steam- 
ships ply, whether great or small, paid fairly iiberal 
rates to enable these lines to exist, the United States 
simply took advantage of this compensation made by 
other countries to render the outward service profit- 
able to itself. 

In the year 1884 the United States paid for trans- 
porting our mails to Mexico, West Indies, and to Cen- 
tral American States about $10,000. Mexico paid ten 
times that amount. The United States paid $825,000 for 
carrying allits foreign mails allover the world. Italy 
paid $2,000,000; France, $4,500,000, and England over 
$5,000,000. The Brazil Line received from the Brazil 
Government about $100,000 a year, while the United 
States paid almost nothing. 

Of course, this unfairness cannot be maintained for- 
ever. In November next the colonial subsidy above 
referred to will cease.and communication with Aus- 
tralia and New-Zealand will end. unless the Postmas- 
ter-General will afford proper compensation, as he is 
authorized todo. That compensation, if made, woula> 


under the terms of the colonial subsidy contract, have 


been turned over by the company to the colonies. The 
cessation of this service ts to be regretted, because, 
since the inception of that communication, the exports 
from the United States to those colonies have increased 
steadily year by year, so that exports which amounted 
to $3,755,908 in 1874, amounted in 1884 to $9,225,459, an 


increase of $5,439,551 in 10 years, more than 140 per 
cent., while the imports have increased but little. 


The passage of some law by Congress of the charac. 
ter above referred to was not unexpected, for it had 
been suggested by the President of the United States, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and the propriety of encouragement to the Amer- 
ican merchant marine had formed the theme of an 


eloquent message from Governor Cleveland to the 


Legislature of the State of New-York. 


IV. 

The appropriation of $800,000 could not be distrib- 
uted untilthe beginning of the fiscal year July ist, 1885. 
The repeal of the compulsory laws took effect on tne 
lst of April, 1885. The steamship companies sought 
to take no advantage of the Postmaster-General’s dif- 


ficulty, It was not a serious one; for, had he been dis- 
posed to invoke other sections of thelaw, be might 


have readily afforded larger compensation. 

Section 4,007 of the Revised Statutes, then and still 
in force, authorized him, without any limitation what- 
ever, to enter into contracts either with American or 
foreign steamships for the carriage of the mails. Sec- 
tion 4,009 authorized him to payto American steam- 
ships the whole of the sea and inland postage, and this 


section had been construed by an overwhelming vote 


of the House of Representatives which affirmed Chair- 
man Springer’s decision upon the point, to authorize 
him toexpend to such steamships not only the sea and 
inland postage upon mail actually carried but the net 
revenue derived from that source exceeding as above 


stated more than $750,000. 


The Postmaster-General expressed himself unwilling 
at thistimeto make any new arrangement, and when 
it was suggested that the mail would be carried during 
this interim without any agreement whatever, he de- 
clined to do this, lest a cause of action against the Gov- 
e:nment, based upon a quantum merwit, might be 
created, nor did he desire that the matterof compen- 
sation for this period should be left to the decision of 
Congress. Upon the intimation that the companies 
would receive fair treatment at his hands after the 1st 
day of July, they agreed tu and did continue to carry 
the mails at the former rates, which, in many instances, 
did not pay the companies for the cost of lighterage 
and cartage on the mails transported. 

No concerted action of any kind wastaken by any of 
the steamship companies, nor was any conference hel d 
between them. Representatives from each of the 
companies called upon the Postmaster-General to as- 
certain the course he proposed to adopt after the Ist of 
July. A few days before that date, without any notice 
to the companies whatever, a communication ap- 
peared in the newspapers stating that the Postmaster- 
General declined to carry out the act of 1835. As his 
objection appeared to be mainly predicated upon the 
fact that the amount of the appropriation was only 
$400,000, and as the service performed bythe Amer- 
ican steamers ‘during the preceding year was nearly 
2,000,000 of miles, it was apparent that if the full al- 
lowance of 50 cents per mile were to be made to all 
lines that the appropriation would be greatly exceeded. 
It was to remove this embarrassment, and for no other 
reason, and without any other combination or thought 
of confederation or joint action, that the represent- 
atives of the Brazil Line, the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Line, the Red *D” Line, the New-York and Cuba 
Mail Steamship Company’s Line, the New-York, Hav- 
ana and Mexican Line, the lines to the Sandwich 
Islands, and the Clyde Lines called together upon the 
Postmaster-General at Washington to suggest that he 
in his advertisement restrict all contracts to a muxi- 
mum not exceeding 20 cents per mile, so that even if 
every steamship line should receive a contract for the 
year the appropriation would not be exceeded. This 
limitation was in the interest of the Government, and 
the joint action was taken in order to remove any em- 
barrassment in executing the law, and for no other 
purpose. 

When the representatives of the companies left 
Washington no offer or suggestion as tothe compen- 
sation which the Government intended to apply was 
made, and the companies might then properly have 
refrained from continuing the carriage of the mails. 
Instead of this they permitted their vessels to be 
placed upon the Government’s schedule for the month 
of July at the old rates, sent a joint communication 
that they would do so, and that they expected on or 
beforethe 15th of July to receive some intimation 
from the Government as to the course it indended to 
pursue, so that if no arrangement were arrived at by 
thattime the companies might refrain from carry- 
ing the mails after the 1st of August without in- 
jury to the public. These were the only joint actions 
taken by the companies. About the 15th of July the 
Postmaster-General communicated with the various 
companies, protesting against their joint notification, 
but making no definite suggestion as to the rate of com- 
pensation. The companies then acted individually, 
some proffering to take the mail at what would have 
been tantamount to about 20 cents per mile; others ask- 
ing for more definite information, and about the end of 
the month they were informed that in lieu of the rates 
previously paid the Postmaster-General would give the 
sea and inland postage on mail actually transported. 
When a suggestion of this character had been made to 
representatives of these companies at Washington 
they had unanimously declined it, for reasons set forth 
in the next paragraph. 

The companies have been adversely criticised be- 
cause they have seen fit torefuse this proffer. Is the 
criticism a just one? Let ussee. When section 4,009 
under which this compensation is sought to be made 
was put upon tbhe'statute book the amount that 
might be paid thereunder,even conceding that the 
section wasto be limited to the mail actually trans- 
ported on each steamer, Was commensurate in some 
degree at least with the services actually rendered. 
The sea and inland postage at that time was not five 





*T'he pay given to the Red “ D” Line during the past 
year will afford a falr illustration of*the inadequacy 
of compensation. it performed 31 trips, traveled 127,- 
800 miles, received $1.236 40, equal to about 1 cent per 
mile, or $40 for each round trip of 4,260 miles, or $8 
for each of the Sve ports called at. The entire sea 
and inland postage proffered by the master-Gen- 
eral for future serves nowie not quite triple this sum. 
and would be about $24 for each port called at, 
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cents a letter, but was forty cents a letter por half 
ounce to half the foreign ports, twenty-five cents a 
letterto China ard Japan, thirty cents to Australia. 
The great nations of the earth metat Paris and at 
Berne, and for the good of the whole world they agreed 
upon postal regulations and upon certain postages 
that should be paid on letters and papers, and they 
cut down the sea and inland postage to about 
five cents per nalf ounce per letter, This 
was conceded as an _ international courtesy» 
and as aboon tothe people of the world. Noone 
pretended that this act of generosity should be made 
at the expense of the carrier. Every other nation ex~ 
cept the United States entered into fair arrangements 
with the carriers for the transportation of the mail, en« 
tirely irrespective of the postage paid thereon. Aus~ 
tria paid five millions francs per annum, from 285-100 
to ten francs per league; England, fifteen millions of 
francs per annum, from twenty-five to ninety francs 
and from forty-five to seventy francs per annum; 
France, thirty-two millions of francs per annam; 
Spain, five millions of francs: Belgium, one million of 
dollars; Holland, two millions of francs; Italy, eight 
millions of francs, 

The United States took the five cents for each letter, 
and arbitrarily doled out one-third of itto the Ameri- 
can steamships, entirely indifferent as to the extent, 
character, regularity, or nature of the service rendered, 
paying as much from Key West to Havana, or from 
Boston to Halifax, as from San Francisco to China of 
from New-Yorx to Venezuela. 

Can it be claimed that evenif the whole of this rate 
be paid to the steamships that nadno voice in fixing it 
—arate that while by n0 means just for short sermice 
and for light malisis clearly unjust for extended and 
lengthened service—that this is a fair compensation 
under any circumstances to the carrier? 

It can be demonstrated in the case of nearly every 
company that even if the whole of the sea and inland 
postage thus arbitrarily fixed at a minimum be paid 
them that the actual expense attendant upon the re- 
ceipt, delivery,;and care of the mails will not be 
covered? 

Some suggestion has been made that this payment of 
sea and inland postage on letters would probably ex- 
ceed a similar payment upon a like volume cf ordi- 
nary freight. But when it is borne in mind that pre- 
cedence has always been given tothe mail business 
over all other business; that all the arrangements of 
the companies have been subordinated to the mail 
service so that it might be performed with promptness, 
regularity, and dispatch ; that the sailing of steamers 
bas been delayed and expedited, owing to the view 
that the most important service that the steamship 
was to perform was that of prompt and reguiar com- 
munication; when it is remembered that special rooms 
are reserved for the custody of the mails, special 
clerks appointed to ta ke charge of them, that mails are 
expedited to Post Offices at al! points of departure and 
arrival; that in the e vent of casua'ty or accident offi- 
cers are enjoined to preserve the mail at ull hazards, 
and that Government mails were to be considered sec- 
ondary only to human life itself, it will scarcely be 
necessary to answer the argu ment which endeavors to 
assimilate mai! matter to ordinary freight. 

Did the companies err in declining to piace their ves- 
selson the August schedules and in refusing to receive 
mails from the Government for sea and inland post- 
age,and should they have continued to render the 
service as heretofore, leaving the matter for Congress 
to determine? Congress has determined the question. 
It has placed at the disposal of the Postmaster-General 
absolutely the sum of $800,000 for expend iture upon 
foreign mails. The first paragraph of that section is 
mandatory, and directs the disbursement of that sum. 
About $350,000 of it is required for the use of foreign 
steamships. It was clearly the intention of Congress 
that $400,000 of the amount should be disbursed to 
American steamships. The appropriation in question 
is made ag clearly and distinctly as any appropriation 
of like character is ever made, and if the plain direction 
of Congress is not followed now what assurance have 


the companies that it will be followed hereafter? But 


assume that this appropriation is to remain unex. 
pended so far as American steamships are concerned, 
abundant authority exists in the Postmaster-General 
to enter into contracts with such steamships, without 
limitation, as to the amount of expenditure under sec- 
tion 4,007, after advertisement, to the lowest bidder. It 


was suggested that he avail himself of this authority. 
Had the response to his advertisement indicated any 


rapacity or greed on the part of the companies, thera 
would have been no compulsion to make a contract, 
but this course was refused. The suggestion that con- 
tracts be made under the interpretation of section 
4,009, above referred to, was declined. The sea and 
inland postage was inadequate payment. They could 


not berequired compulsorily to accept it. They refused 
to accept it. Were they not justitied in so doing? 


It has become a matter of principle with them. They 
mave refused the proffer of the Government, and yet 
they continueto carry the mails as the law permits 
them to do without any compensation to themselves, 
conveying such letters as may be delivered them by 
the public inclosed in properly stamped envelopes. 


The Government ts at no loss, It will receive the whol¢ 
of the sea and inland postage. The public 1s at no logs; 


it has now the advantage of deciding whether to send 
its mails by the various companies or whether to take 
advantage of the new facilities that the Government 
affords by.carrying the mails in foreign ships—facilities 
by which the mail will reach Japan from San Francis- 
co in 60 days instead of 18 days as heretofore. 
Conscious that for the last ten years they have per 


formed a faithful service to the United States Gov- 
ernment without fair compensation; that their duty 
to the public has always been faithfully performed: 
that they have offered to assist the Government by 
fair concession in administering the laws equitably; 
that they have been guilty of no improper confedera- 
tion or combination, and that the payment that has 
been tendered them is not a fair compensation for the 
service that is exacted from them, the American 
steamship companies present this statement of their 
grievances, with confidence that their motives will not 
be misunderstood, and that public sentiment will 
finally demand that they be treated with justice.
